MOCD  Director  Fred  Blackwell  welcomed  the  members  to  the  first  SOMA  Community 
Stabilization  Fund  — Community  Advisory  Committee  meeting  and  congratulated  them 
on  being  selected  to  serve  the  neighborhood  in  such  a critical  capacity.  He  also  expressed 
good-will  in  having  MOCD  staff  support  the  Advisory  Committee  to  be  successful  in 
their  efforts  to  create  sustainable  change  in  the  SOMA.

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Each  member  of  the  Advisory  Committee  provided  short  personal  biographies 
specifically  focusing  on  their  interest  in  serving  the  SOMA  neighborhood.  (Additional 
information  on  Advisory  Committee  members  can  be  found  in  their  applications  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  for  selection  to  the  Committee.) 


4)  DISCUSSION  ITEM 

Discussion  of  Mello-Roos  Bond  Financing  strategy;  opportunity  for  SOMA 
neighborhood;  projected  timeline  and  role  of  the  Committee. 

Brian  Hoffman  provided  a brief  outline  of  the  Mello-Roos  Bond  strategy.  This  strategy 
is  expected  to  provide  up  to  $1.1  million  in  capital  support  for  a publicly  owned  facility 
in  the  SOMA  neighborhood  in  2006.  Ms.  Matthews  explained  that  Michael  Martin, 
Deputy  City  Attorney  would  be  present  at  the  next  Advisory  Committee  to  provide  a 
more  complete  presentation  on  the  timeline,  expectations  and  implications  associated 
with  Mello-Roos  funding.  Mr.  Hoffman  handed  out  a primer  on  Mello-Roos  bonds  for 
the  Committee  (attached).

Discussion  of  administrative  issues  related  to  the  administration  and  governance  of  the 
Soma  Community  Stabilization  Fund  Community  Advisory  Committee. 

Ms.  Matthews  also  congratulated  the  members  of  the  Advisory  Committee  on  their 
selection  and  noted  thanks  in  advance  for  their  service  on  behalf  of  Rachel  Redondiez, 
staff  to  Supervisor  Chris  Daly,  who  could  not  attend  the  evening  meeting. 

Ms.  Matthews  discussed  a draft  timeline  for  expected  contributions  to  the  SOMA 
Community  Stabilization  Fund  with  the  members.  She  noted  the  inclusion  of  technical 
studies  identified  in  Ordinance  217-05,  which  will  use  resources  from  the  Fund  to  support 
research.  Ms.  Matthews  will  provide  additional  details  on  the  status  of  this  work  at  the 
next  Advisory  Committee  Meeting. 

Ms.  Matthews  discussed  several  issues  regarding  governance  and  administration  of  the 
Fund  with  members.  She  provided  a draft  set  of  guidelines  for  their  initial  consideration 
(attached).

Lariza  Dugan-Cuadra  noted  that  in  the  next  meeting  Advisory  Committee  members  will 
hear  from  Michael  Martin  regarding  Mello-Roos  funding;  consider  the  selection  of 
members  for  Chair  and  Vice-Chair;  consider  members  for  term  of  service;  and  continue 
additional  discussion  on  administrative  matters  regarding  the  governance  of  the  Fund. 
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DESCRIPTION  OF  FACILITIES  ELIGIBLE  TO  BE  FUNDED  BY  THE  CFD 


It  is  intended  that  the  CFD  will  be  eligible  to  finance  all  or  a portion  of  the  costs  of  the 
facilities  listed  below  (collectively,  the  "Facilities"). 

Rinmn  Hill  Community  Improvements 

The  CFD  is  intended  to  finance  the  following  facilities,  all  within  250  feet  of  the  Rincon 
Hill  Downtown  Residential  District  as  defined  in  Section  318.6  of  the  City's  Planning  Code: 

1.  Neighborhood  open  spaces,  including,  but  not  limited  to: 

a.  acquisition  of  open  space,  parkland,  pocket  parks,  and  other  land  for 
recreational  purposes; 

b.  grading,  lighting  and  landscaping; 

c.  construction  of  improvements  relating  to  such  open  space,  including 
bathrooms,  picnic  and  playground  structures  and  other  related 
improvements. 

2.  Streetscape  improvements,  including  pedestrian  safety  improvements,  traffic 
calming,  sidewalk  widening,  comer  bulb  outs,  paving,  lighting,  landscaping, 
stairways,  medians,  public  transit  passenger  facilities  (such  as  transit  shelters, 
transit  platforms,  and  other  passenger  amenities)  and  other  improvement  and 
mitigation  measures  required  as  a consequence  of  the  development  of  the  land 
in  the  CFD,  including  the  following  locations: 

a.  Main,  Beale  and  Spear  Streets  between  Folsom  and  Bryant  Streets; 

b.  First  Street  between  Folsom  Street  and  its  southeastern  terminus; 

c.  Fremont  Street  between  Folsom  and  Harrison  Streets; 

d.  Harrison  Street  between  Essex  and  Spear  Streets;  and 

e.  Guy  Place,  Lansing  Street,  Zeno  Alley  and  Grote  Alley. 

3.  Mid-block  pathway  improvements,  including  but  not  limited  to  landscaping, 
paving  and  other  permanent  improvements. 

4.  Community  center  facilities,  including  acquisition  and  improvement  of  land  and 
facilities  for  use  as  publicly  owned  and  accessible  space  for  community 
functions,  outreach  and  other  activities. 

5.  Library  facilities  and  related  improvements. 
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The  CFD  is  also  intended  to  finance  the  following  facilities,  all  within  the  area  bounded 
by  Market  Street  to  the  north.  The  Embarcadero  to  the  east.  King  Street  to  the  south  and  South 
Van  Ness  Avenue  and  Division  Street  to  the  west: 

1.  Neighborhood  open  spaces,  including,  but  not  limited  to: 

a.  acquisition  of  open  space,  parkland,  pocket  parks,  and  other  land  for 
recreational  purposes; 

b.  grading,  lighting  and  landscaping; 

c.  construction  of  improvements  relating  to  such  open  space,  including 
bathrooms,  picnic  and  playground  structures  and  other  related 
improvements. 

6.  Community  center  facilities,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  acquisition  and 
improvement  of  land  and  facilities  for  use  as  publicly  owned  and  accessible 
space  for  community  functions,  outreach  and  other  activities. 

7.  Streetscape  improvements,  including  pedestrian  safety  improvements,  traffic 
calming,  sidewalk  widening,  comer  bulb  outs,  paving,  lighting,  landscaping, 
stairways,  medians,  public  transit  passenger  facilities  (such  as  transit  shelters, 
transit  platforms,  and  other  passenger  amenities)  and  other  improvement  and 
mitigation  measures. 

1 . Library  facilities  and  related  improvements. 

2.  [School  facilities  and  related  improvements.] 

3.  [Affordable  housing  and  related  improvements.] 

The  Facilities  shall  include  the  acquisition  of  right-of-way  and  other  necessary  land,  the 
costs  of  design,  engineering  and  planning,  the  costs  of  any  environmental  or  other  studies, 
surveys  or  reports,  the  cost  of  any  required  environmental  mitigation  and  any  required 
landscaping  and  irrigation,  soils  testing  or  engineering,  permits,  plan  check  and  inspection  fees, 
insurance,  construction  management,  legal  and  related  overhead  costs,  coordination  and 
supervision  and  any  other  costs  or  appurtenances  related  to  any  of  the  foregoing. 

Other 

The  CFD  may  also  finance  any  of  the  following: 

1.  Bond  related  expenses,  including  underwriters  discount,  appraisal  and 

absorption  study  costs,  reserve  fund,  capitalized  interest,  financial  advisor  fees 
and  expenses,  bond  and  disclosure  counsel  fees  and  expenses,  landowner 
counsel  fees  and  expenses,  underwriter  counsel  fees  and  expenses,  and  all  other 
incidental  expenses. 
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2.  Administrative  fees  of  the  City  and  the  Bond  trustee  or  fiscal  agent  related  to  the 
CFD  and  the  Bonds,  including  but  not  in  any  way  limited  to  the  cost  of  a 
consultant  to  assist  the  City  with  the  inspection  and  coordination  of  construction 
of  the  Facilities. 

3.  Reimbursement  of  costs  related  to  the  formation  of  the  CFD  advanced  by  the 
City,  any  landowner  in  the  CFD,  or  any  party  related  to  any  of  the  foregoing,  as 
well  as  reimbursement  of  any  costs  advanced  by  the  City,  any  landowner  in  the 
CFD  or  any  party  related  to  any  of  the  foregoing,  for  facilities,  fees  or  other 
purposes  or  costs  of  the  CFD.

Membership  and  Governance  Issues  for  the 

SOMA  Community  Stabilization  Fund  — Community  Advisory  Committee 

I.  Overview 

The  population  of  California  has  grown  by  more  than  1 1 percent  since  1 990  and  is 
expected  to  continue  increasing.  The  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  is  growing  at  a rate  similar 
to  the  rest  of  the  State.  With  this  increase  in  population  comes  an  increased  demand  for 
housing  in  the  city  of  San  Francisco.  Yet  with  the  many  constraints  placed  on  the  City’s 
housing  production,  it  is  experiencing  a severe  shortage  of  housing  available  to  people  at 
all  income  levels. 

To  respond  to  the  identified  need  for  housing,  Rincon  Hill  and  other  downtown 
neighborhoods  were  proposed  to  be  rezoned  as  part  of  comprehensive  neighborhood 
plans  to  encourage  high-density  residential  uses.  Although  these  plans  will  permit  an 
extraordinary  amount  of  new  residential  development,  they  will  also  impact  the  local 
infrastructure  and  generate  a substantial  need  for  community  improvements  as  the 
district’s  population  grows. 

To  address  emerging  issues,  including  community  destabilization,  Supervisor  Chris  Daly 
sponsored  legislation  to  amend  the  Planning  Code  by  adding  Section  3 1 8 to  impose 
community  improvement  impact  fees  of  $1 1 per  square  foot  on  residential  developments 
in  the  district  and  surrounding  areas  to  provide  necessary  community  improvements  and 
enhance  property  values  in  the  district  by  helping  to  fund  the  construction  and 
reconstruction  of  streets,  streetscaping,  parks,  community  centers,  and  other  public 
infrastructure. 

Ordinance  217-05  also  imposes  a SOMA  community  stabilization  impact  fee  of  $14  per 
square  foot  on  residential  development  in  the  Rincon  Hill  Area  Plan  to  provide 
community  stabilization  benefits  in  SOMA  including  affordable  housing,  economic 
development  and  community  cohesion. 

Pursuant  to  Ordinance  217-05,  the  collected  development  impact  fees  for  community 
stabilization  efforts,  known  as  the  SOMA  Community  Stabilization  Fund  (the  Fund), 
shall  be  administered  and  expended  by  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Community  Development 
(MOCD)  with  approval  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  through  the  legislative  process. 

The  legislation  calls  for  the  formation  of  a SOMA  Community  Stabilization  Fund 
Community  Advisory  Committee  (Advisory  Committee)  to  provide  recommendations  on 
the  allocation  of  funds. 
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II.  Committee  Membership 

a)  Pursuant  to  Ordinance  217-05  the  SOMA  Community  Stabilization  Fund  Community 
Advisory  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  seven  members  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors: 

1 . )  One  member  representing  low-income  families  who  lives  with  his  or  her  family  in 

SOMA,  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors; 

2. )  One  member  who  has  expertise  in  employment  development  and/or  represents 

labor,  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors; 

3. )  One  member  who  is  a senior  or  disabled  resident  of  SOMA,  appointed  by  the 

Board  of  Supervisors; 

4. )  One  member  with  affordable  housing  expertise  and  familiarity  with  the  SOMA 

neighborhood,  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors; 

5. )  One  member  who  represents  a community-based  organization  in  SOMA, 

appointed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors; 

6. )  One  member  who  provides  direct  services  to  SOMA  families,  appointed  by  the 

Board  of  Supervisors;  and 

7. )  One  member  who  has  small  business  experience  and  familiarity  with  the  SOMA 

neighborhood,  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

The  initial  members  named  to  the  Advisory  Committee  are  identified  in  Board  of 
Supervisors  Resolution  76-06. 

b)  For  the  purpose  of  the  Advisory  Committee,  SOMA  is  defined  as  the  area  bounded  by 
Market  Street  to  the  north,  Embarcadero  to  the  east,  King  Street  to  the  South  and  South 
Van  Ness  and  Division  to  the  west. 

c)  The  Mayor’s  Office  of  Community  Development  (MOCD)  will  staff  the  SOMA 
Community  Stabilization  Fund  — Community  Advisory  Committee. 

d)  The  Committee  will  comply  with  all  applicable  public  records  and  meetings  laws  and 
shall  be  subject  to  the  Conflict  of  Interest  provisions  of  the  City’s  Charter  and 
Administrative  Code. 

e)  The  members  of  the  Committee  will  be  appointed  for  a term  of  two  years;  provided, 
however  that  the  members  first  appointed  shall,  by  lot,  classify  their  terms  so  that  three 
shall  serve  for  a term  of  one  year  and  four  shall  serve  a term  of  two  years. 

f)  In  the  event  a vacancy  occurs,  a successor  shall  be  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy 
consistent  with  the  process  and  requirements  to  appoint  the  previous  appointee.  When  a 
vacancy  occurs  for  any  other  reason  other  than  the  expiration  of  a term  of  office,  the 
appointee  to  fill  such  vacancy  shall  hold  office  for  the  unexpired  term  of  his  or  her 
predecessor. 
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g)  Any  appointee  who  misses  four  meetings  within  a twelve-month  period,  without  the 
approval  of  the  Committee,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  resigned  from  the  Committee. 

h)  In  the  first  year,  the  Advisory  Committee  shall  schedule  bi-monthly  meetings.  This 
schedule  will  continue  until  the  Advisory  Committee  determines  that  a monthly  meeting 
is  necessary. 

i)  Regular  meetings  will  convene  at  the  MOCD  office,  One  South  Van  Ness  Avenue, 
Fifth  Floor,  San  Francisco.  Meetings  will  begin  at  6:00pm. 

j)  If  urgent  business  requires  an  additional  meeting  of  the  Advisory  Committee,  they  may 
be  scheduled  as-needed. 

k)  Public  hearings  scheduled  subsequent  to  the  release  of  funding  recommendations  from 
the  Stabilization  Fund,  shall  be  held  in  City  Hall. 

l)  The  Advisory  Committee  shall  elect  a Chair  and  Vice  Chair  at  their  second  meeting. 

m)  In  the  event  that  sub-committees  are  established,  they  will  meet  at  the  MOCD  office. 

n)  When  necessary  to  have  subcommittees,  the  Chair  shall  appoint  members  of  the 
Advisory  Committee  to  those  subcommittees.  Subsequently,  members  of  subcommittees 
shall  elect  the  subcommittee  Chair. 

o)  Members  of  the  Advisory  Committee  shall  not  receive  any  compensation  for  their 
participation  on  the  Advisory  Committee. 


III.  Funding  Process 

a)  The  Advisory  Committee  will  convene  at  least  two  public  hearings  to  assess  the  needs 
of  residents,  business  owners  and  other  stakeholders  in  the  South  of  Market  community. 
Information  from  these  hearings  as  well  as  professional  contributions  regarding 
demographics,  economic  trends,  other  funding  strategies,  etc.  shall  be  used  by  the 
Advisory  Committee  and  MOCD  staff  to  develop  a strategic  outline  of  goals  and  strategy 
priorities  for  future  funding. 

b)  When  funds  from  the  Stabilization  Fund  are  available,  MOCD  shall  issue  a Request 
for  Proposals  (RFP)  to  the  public.  The  RFP  notice  shall  define  the  timeline,  priorities, 
process  and  considerations  and  for  submitting  an  application  for  funding. 

c)  Proposals  must  be  submitted  online  through  the  MOCD  website. 

d)  The  review  and  allocation  cycle  shall  take  place  between  September  and  November. 

e)  Content  focused  subcommittees  will  review  proposals  and  provide  recommendations 
to  the  full  Advisory  Committee.  When  these  recommendations  are  prepared,  the  MOCD 
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Director  and  Advisory  Committee  Chair  will  confer  with  the  Mayor  regarding  the 
preliminary  recommendations. 

f)  MOCD  will  post  the  final  preliminary  recommendations  on  the  MOCD  website. 

g)  The  Advisory  Committee  will  convene  a public  hearing  on  the  recommendations  in 
City  Hall. 

h)  The  Advisory  Committee  shall  convene  once  more  after  the  public  hearing  to  review 
the  public  comments  and  if  necessary  make  changes  to  the  preliminary  recommendations. 

i)  Preliminary  recommendations  shall  be  presented  by  MOCD,  on  behalf  of  the  Advisory 
Committee  to  the  Finance  and  Audit  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

j)  Approval  of  the  recommendations  shall  require  a resolution  from  the  Board  of 
Supervisors. 


IV.  Staff  Support 

Administration  of  the  Fund  shall  include: 

. Staff  development  of  all  guidelines  for  annual  distribution; 

. Management  of  the  review  process  (e.g.  maintaining  a calendar); 

• Outreach  to  ensure  community  participation; 

. Administrative  allocation  and  monitoring  of  funds; 

• Generation  of  an  Operating  Procedures  Manual  (OPM); 

• Development  of  a SOMA  Strategic  Plan  to  guide  funding  priorities;  and 

. All  other  activities  as  may  be  required  to  legally  and  responsibly  administer  the 
funds. 

MOCD  staff  assigned  to  support  the  SOMA  Community  Advisory  Committee  will  work 
to  ensure  tangible  impacts  on  the  South  of  Market  community.  This  includes  analyzing 
the  needs  of  the  community  and  working  with  other  city  departments  as  well  as  with  the 
local  community-based  organizations. 


V.  Grant  Monitoring 

Each  grantee  will  follow  all  grant  agreement  procedures  as  established  by  MOCD  and 
approved  by  the  City  Attorney.

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Mr.  Martin  answered  questions  first  from  members  of  the  Advisory  Committee  and  later 
from  members  of  the  public.  He  will  attend  the  next  meeting  of  the  Community 
Advisory  Committee  upon  request.

Deputy  City  Attorney  Paul  Zarefsky  provided  a broad  overview  regarding  key  areas  of 
the  San  Francisco  Sunshine  Ordinance.  He  strongly  encouraged  members  to  review  the 
Sunshine  Ordinance,  the  frequently  asked  questions  section  and/or  the  slide  presentation 
overview  located  on  the  sfgov  website.  During  his  presentation  he  focused  on  three 
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essential  components  of  the  ordinance,  including  but  not  limited  to  meetings,  agendas  and 
public  comment.  Highlights  of  the  presentation  follow: 

• With  seven  members  on  this  committee,  if  any  four  members  are  together,  it  will 
be  considered  a meeting,  and  therefore  must  be  duly  noticed. 

o If  four  members  are  contacted  consecutively,  that  is  considered  a seriatim 
meeting  (i.e.  person  1 calls  person  2,  person  2 calls  person  3,  etc.). 

o Seriatim  meetings  may  occur  sequentially,  as  noted  above  or 

simultaneously,  such  as  on  a joint  conference  call.  Seriatim  meetings  are 
prohibited. 

■ Committee  members  must  be  cautious  regarding  this  regulation, 
especially  when  using  email  communication. 

• If  subcommittees  are  established  within  this  policy  body,  they  must  abide  by 
Sunshine  regulations.  A subcommittee  is  created  when  two  or  more  members  are 
designated  to  advance  a dedicated  or  ad-hoc  issue  for  the  full  committee. 

• Notice  of  the  meeting  agenda  must  be  posted  and  available  72  hours  prior  to  the 
meeting.  It  should  be  posted  on  the  department  website,  public  library  and  in  a 
common  area  within  the  affiliated  department. 

• Agenda  items  should  be  understandable  to  a reasonable  person  and  informative 
enough  to  be  meaningful  to  the  public.  Items  should  be  identified  as  Discussion 
Item,  Action  Item,  or  Continuation  Item.  The  agenda  should  reference  any 
materials  that  will  be  available  at  the  meeting. 

• Every  meeting  must  provide  the  opportunity  for  public  comment.  Public 
comment  may  be  heard  after  each  agenda  item,  in  addition  to  creating  a public 
comment  item  on  each  agenda.  Members  of  the  public  have  up  to  3 minutes  each 
to  speak. 

o If  there  is  a large  group  of  people,  the  committee  Chair  may  decide  to 
reduce  the  amount  of  time  a person  speaks  as  long  as  each  person  gets  the 
same  amount  of  time.  Members  of  the  public  are  not  required  to  provide 
their  name  to  the  committee.  Committee  members  may  respond  to 
comments,  but  they  are  not  obligated  to  respond  at  all  to  public  comment. 

• Once  the  regular  time  and  place  of  the  meeting  is  established,  the  committee  must 
provide  15  days  of  notice  if  the  meeting  will  be  convene  in  a different  location. 

• Closed  Sessions  are  allowed  to  discuss  sensitive  matters  such  as  personnel  or 
legal  matters.  The  City  Attorney  will  determine  whether  or  not  closed  sessions 
will  be  employed  when  the  committee  or  subcommittees  are  acting  as  a selection 
panel. 
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4)  DISCUSSION  ITEM 

Presentation  regarding  ethics  and  ethical  issues  for  consideration  for  members  of  the 
Advisory  Committee. 

Deputy  City  Attorney  Miguel  Marquez  provided  a brief  overview  of  the  San  Francisco  Conflict 
of  Interest  regulations.  Mr.  Marquez  referred  the  committee  to  The  San  Francisco  Good 
Government  Guide.  This  guide  is  available  as  a PDF  file 

fhttn://www. sfgov.org/site/uploadedfiles/citvattomev/GoodGov-20Q5 .pdf).  His  specific 
comments  focused  on  (Part  2,  pgs.  19-66). 

Ordinance  217-05,  Section  318  establishes  the  SOMA  Community  Stabilization  Fund  and 
Section  3 1 8.7  (d)(2)  states  that  the  “Community  Advisory  Committee  shall  comply  with  all 
applicable  public  records  and  meetings  laws  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  Conflict  of  Interest 
provisions  of  the  City’s  Charter  and  Administrative  Code.” 

California’s  Political  Reform  Act  (Government  Code  Section  87100)  states  that  no  public  official 
shall  make  a decision  or  participate  in  making  a decision  in  which  they  have  a financial  interest. 
“The  act  defines  a public  official  as  someone  who  is  a “member,  officer,  employee  or 
consultant”  of  a local  government  agency.  The  term  “member”  includes  any  member  of  a board 
or  commission  with  decision  making  authority  and  in  limited  circumstances  could  include  a 
member  of  a nonprofit  corporation.” 

Government  Code  Section  1090  (Conflicts  of  Interest) 

“CA  Government  Code  Section  1090  prohibits  public  officials  from  being  financially  interested 
in  a contract  made  by  them  or  by  the  boards  or  commissions  of  which  they  are  members.” 

Government  Code  Section  3.2 14  (Conflicts  of  Interest  Under  the  Campaign  and  Governmental 
Conduct  Code) 

“Section  3.214  of  the  Campaign  and  Governmental  Conduct  Code  requires  city  officers  and 
employees  to  disclose  on  the  public  record  any  personal,  professional  or  business  relationship  of 
an  individual  who  is  the  subject  of,  or  has  an  ownership  or  financial  interest  in  the  subject  of  a 
governmental  decision  being  made  by  the  officer  or  employee.” 

• Disclosure  on  the  public  record  means  inclusion  in  the  minutes  of  a public  meeting  or 
recorded  in  a memorandum  kept  on  file  at  the  offices  of  the  City  officer  or  employee’s 
department,  board  or  commission. 

Government  Code  Section  84 3 08 (Conflicts  of  Interest  Under  the  Political  Reform  Act  Based  on 
Solicitation  and  Receipt  of  Campaign  Contributions  by  Appointed  Boards  and  Commissions) 
“Government  Code  section  84308  prohibits  members  of  appointed  boards  and  commissions  from 
soliciting  contributions  in  excess  of  $250  from  persons  who  are  parties  to,  or  participants  in, 
proceedings  pending  before  them.” 

Mr.  Marquez  reiterated  that  it  is  best  to  refer  to  the  Good  Government  Guide  and/or  have  MOCD 
staff  consult  the  City  Attorney’s  office  if  a member  requires  additional  clarification  regarding  a 
potential  or  perceived  conflict. 
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MOCD  staff  will  work  with  the  City  Attorney’s  Office  to  develop  a set  of  operating  guidelines  to 
clarify  several  complex  elements  of  the  conflict  of  interest  regulations  for  committee  members. 
Staff  expects  to  re-present  on  this  matter  to  the  committee  over  the  next  few  months. 

Member  Questions  and  Answers  —Summary  Notes 

• Committee  members  will  be  notified  if  the  City  Attorney  makes  a recommendation  for 
them  to  file  a Statement  of  Economic  Interest  or  Form  700. 

• It  is  useful  for  committee  members  to  use  the  agenda  as  a tool  to  assist  them  in 
determining  whether  or  not  they  might  have  a conflict  regarding  a specific  agenda  topic. 

o If  members  have  a conflict,  it  should  be  disclosed  at  the  front  end  of  the  agenda 
topic,  ie  they  should  refrain  from  both  discussion  of  the  topic  as  well  as  any  vote 
taken  on  said  topic. 

• By  virtue  of  the  categorical  membership  criteria,  the  members  have  a clear  an  interest  in 
the  SOMA  neighborhood.  As  long  as  a member  doesn’t  have  a personal  financial  interest 
in  a specific  decision,  they  are  likely  not  violating  the  Act. 

• Committee  members  requested  that  they  receive  the  support  of  MOCD  staff  and  the 
Deputy  City  Attorney  when  decisions  have  to  be  made  so  they  do  not  unintentionally 
violate  any  of  the  City’s  Conflict  of  Interest  regulations.  MOCD  staff  will  schedule  more 
intensive  training  on  this  issue  to  better  support  the  committee. 

o Kelly  Wilkinson  asked  for  advice  from  MOCD  staff  and  the  Deputy  City 

Attorney  on  these  issues,  especially  as  they  may  relate  to  the  policy  decisions  and 
funding  priorities  considered  during  the  strategic  planning  process. 

Public  Comment 

April  Veneracion  from  SOMCAN  expressed  her  appreciation  for  this  discussion  and  asked  when 
the  conflict  of  interest  law  starts.  Mr.  Marquez  stated  that  it  started  upon  their  appointment  to 
the  committee  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Jim  Meko  of  the  Western  SoMa  Citizen’s  Planning  Taskforce  encouraged  the  committee 
members  to  review  the  agenda  items  in  advance  of  the  meeting  and  not  wait  until  the  discussion 
period  to  decide  whether  or  not  to  abstain  from  an  issue.

Update  on  Mello-Roos  Bond  Financing  for  SOMA  neighborhood  and  updated  timeline 

Deputy  City  Attorney  Mike  Martin  updated  the  committee  on  the  Mello-Roos  bond  financing. 
The  $1.1  million  will  become  available  in  June  2006.  The  School  District  has  entered  into  a Joint 
Facilities  Agreement  with  the  Association  of  Bay  Area  Governments  (ABAG)  Finance  Authority 
for  Nonprofit  Corporations  and  identified  two  school  improvement  projects  as  potential 
consideration.  The  SF  Redevelopment  Agency  has  entered  into  a Joint  Facilities  Agreement

resources  in  the  SOMA  Stabilization  Fund,  there  are  no  wholly  dedicated  staff  available  to  focus 
exclusively  on  the  committee  at  this  juncture.  The  committee  engaged  in  a valuable  discussion 
regarding  whether  to  meet  in  30  days  or  60  days.  MOCD  staff  echoed  the  request  to  convene  in 
60  days  in  order  to  gather  additional  information  related  to  the  development  of  a strategic  plan. 
Rudy  Corpus,  Jr.  strongly  agreed  with  Ms.  Collins  and  expressed  a preference  for  meeting  again 
in  June.  Ms.  Matthews  stated  that  since  the  committee  had  already  met  three  times  in  a short 
period  of  time,  she  wanted  to  use  committee  members  time  respectfully  and  was  doubtful  that  the 
staff  would  have  adequate  time  to  prepare  a strong  strategic  draft  in  a short  period  of  time,  given 
the  request  for  the  Chair  to  have  a draft  agenda  two  weeks  early,  and  the  Sunshine  requirements 
for  public  posting.  She  outlined  three  elements  of  a draft  plan  that  she  was  hopeful  could  be 
delivered  to  the  committee  in  July.  This  included  a “snap-shot  in  time”  of  key  issues  in  the 
SOMA  area:  1)  a brief  profile  of  key  activities  that  other  City  departments/  agencies  are  engaged 
in,  in  the  SOMA  area;  2)  a financial  timeline  of  key  activities/projections;  and  3)  an  internal 
milestones  to  date  timeline.  She  also  reminded  the  committee  that  they  would  review  draft  by- 
laws at  the  next  meeting  as  well.  While  she  was  strong  in  her  advocacy  for  a meeting  in  July,  she 
indicated  that  MOCD  staff  serve  the  committee  and  will  of  course  abide  by  the  direction  of  the 
full  committee.  Donald  Frazier  stated  the  SOMA  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  is  nascent  and 
that  both  the  staff  and  the  committee  members  need  the  thoughtful,  fundamental  professional 
training  that  MOCD  staff  is  providing  to  the  committee,  so  it  can  mature  evenly,  before  stress  on 
the  committee  is  amplified  by  the  responsibility  to  “put  money  into  the  community.”  Other 
members,  echoed  their  appreciation  for  the  professional  training  around  ethics  and  Sunshine 
regulations  and  while  anxious  to  move  committee  action  swiftly,  understand  the  needs 
articulated  by  staff.  Conny  Ford  suggested  a compromise  to  meet  in  60  days  for  the  next 
meeting  only,  and  then  to  have  monthly  meetings  as  part  of  the  by-laws  discussion.  Mr.  Frazier 
requested  the  Chair  call  a vote  of  the  committee.  The  committee  voted  4-2  (Yes:  Ford,  Frazier, 
Wilkinson,  Sarver;  No:  Collins,  Corpuz;  Absent:  Chan)  to  have  the  next  meeting  in  July  2006. 

Public  Comment 

April  Veneracion  suggested  that  the  committee  meet  in  30  days  to  finalize  the  by-laws  and 
suggested  that  members  of  the  committee  help  out  with  this  activity  before  the  next  meeting. 

Jim  Meko  expressed  his  belief  that  committee  members  should  be  the  ones  responsible  for 
drafting  by-laws.

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1)  CALL  TO  ORDER  and  ROLL  CALL 

Meeting  called  to  order  at  6:10pm  by  Chair,  Jazzie  Collins.

2)  DISCUSSION  ITEM 

Agenda  review  and  meeting  logistics 

Melange  Matthews  reviewed  the  agenda  and  Committee  Chair,  Jazzie  L.  Collins  reviewed 
the  meeting  expectations. 

3)  DISCUSSION  ITEM 

Welcome  and  introductory  comments  by  MOCD  Director,  Fred  Blackwell 

MOCD  Director,  Fred  Blackwell  welcomed  everyone  and  expressed  his  commitment  to  the 
SOMA  Community  Stabilization  Fund  and  the  Community  Advisory  Committee.  Director 
Blackwell  acknowledged  that  the  Fund  is  a tremendous  opportunity  for  the  South  of  Market 
community  and  many  other  communities  around  the  country  will  be  watching  what  will 
happen  with  the  Fund. 
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Mr.  Blackwell  discussed  the  need  to  pace  the  process  correctly  and  the  importance  of  the 
opportunity  to  put  in  place  processes,  procedures  and  strategies  to  be  ready  to  react  to  public 
and  administrative  pressures  regarding  expectations  for  the  Fund.  Based  on  Mr.  Blackwell’s 
experience,  he  believes  the  committee  needs  a sound  and  transparent  process  coupled  with  a 
solid  strategic  plan  that  clearly  outlines  the  Fund’s  priorities. 

Mr.  Blackwell  suggested  that  1)  select  CAC  meetings  be  held  in  the  SOMA  neighborhood  to 
enhance  community  outreach;  2)  the  committee  should  be  informed  of  the  different  funding 
streams  available  for  SOMA  in  order  to  maximize  leveraging  opportunities;  and  3)  the 
committee  examine  the  processes  and  impact  of  similar  work  in  other  neighborhoods,  to 
strengthen  lessons  from  similar  efforts  associated  with  community  infrastructure  and 
neighborhood  development. 

Mr.  Blackwell  acknowledged  that  while  there  will  be  tensions  and  disagreements  along  the 
way,  MOCD  staff  and  the  CAC  members  must  remain  respectful  of  each  other’s  strengths 
and  expertise  in  developing  a model  for  community  investment.

CAC  members  reviewed  the  minutes  from  April  19,  2006.  Conny  Ford  motioned  to  adopt 
the  minutes  and  Kelly  Wilkinson  seconded  that  motion.

Review  and  action  on  minutes  for  May  31,  2006 

CAC  members  reviewed  the  minutes  from  May  3 1 , 2006.  Kelly  Wilkinson  informed  the 
group  of  the  correct  spelling  of  Jim  Meko’s  last  name.  Conny  Ford  motioned  to  adopt  the 
minutes  and  Kelly  Wilkinson  seconded  that  motion.  Voice  vote  to  approve  was  unanimous. 

7)  DISCUSSION  ITEM 

Review  and  action  on  proposed  by-laws  for  the  administration  and  governance  of  the  SOMA 
Community  Stabilization  Fund,  Community  Advisory  Committee 

Melange  Matthews  presented  the  most  updated  version  of  the  by-laws  to  the  CAC.  Ms. 
Matthews  explained  that  comments  from  the  City  Attorney’s  office  were  submitted  that 
morning.  She  walked  the  members  through  highlights  of  the  bylaws,  including  some  specific 
recommendations  from  the  City  Attorney’s  office.  In  Article  I,  Section  3,  the  word  “certain” 
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was  added  to  . .certain  residential  developments  in  the  Rincon  Hill  Area  Plan  . . Ms. 
Matthews  explained  that  the  project  at  333  Fremont  was  approved  by  the  Planning 
Commission  before  the  passage  of  Ordinance  217-05,  therefore  the  developer  will  pay  fees 
($11  psf)  into  the  SOMA  Community  Infrastructure  Fund,  but  not  directly  into  the  SOMA 
Community  Stabilization  Fund. 

In  Article  I,  Section  6,  members  may  continue  to  serve,  even  if  their  term  expires,  until  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  takes  specific  action  regarding  their  seat.  Also  in  Article  I,  Section  6, 
members  of  the  Community  Advisory  Committee  must  fill  out  a Conflict  of  Interest 
Statement,  which  MOCD  will  distribute  after  additional  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney’s 
Office. 

In  Article  III,  Section  1,  the  members  agreed  to  meet  the  third  Wednesday  of  each  month  at 
6pm  at  1 South  Van  Ness,  fifth  floor.  If  meetings  are  scheduled  in  a different  location,  there 
will  be  advance  notification  in  concert  with  Sunshine  Notice  regulations.  In  Article  IV, 
Section  1 , a subcommittee  of  the  CAC  is  any  body  with  two  or  more  members  of  the 
committee  that  is  charged  with  a specific  activity.  Subcommittees  must  follow  Sunshine 
regulations. 

Ms.  Matthews  informed  the  committee  that  MOCD  is  currently  creating  a webpage  hyperlink 
from  the  MOCD  page  for  the  SOMA  CAC. 

Don  Frazier  asked  if  members  who  are  not  present  at  a meeting  may  engage  in  a vote  by 
proxy.  Deputy  City  Attorney  Mike  Martin  stated  that  proxy  voting  is  not  allowed  under 
Sunshine  regulations. 

Conny  Ford  asked  if  members  can  abstain  from  voting.  Mike  Martin  clarified  that  members 
can  abstain  if  they  have  a conflict  of  interest.  Otherwise,  they  have  to  vote  “yes”  or  “no.”

Ms.  Matthews  informed  the 
Committee  that  the  SF  Redevelopment  Agency  will  attend  a future  meeting  to  present  on 
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Mr.  Blackwell  discussed  the  need  to  pace  the  process  correctly  and  the  importance  of  the 
opportunity  to  put  in  place  processes,  procedures  and  strategies  to  be  ready  to  react  to  public 
and  administrative  pressures  regarding  expectations  for  the  Fund.  Based  on  Mr.  Blackwell’s 
experience,  he  believes  the  committee  needs  a sound  and  transparent  process  coupled  with  a 
solid  strategic  plan  that  clearly  outlines  the  Fund’s  priorities. 

Mr.  Blackwell  suggested  that  1)  select  CAC  meetings  be  held  in  the  SOMA  neighborhood  to 
enhance  community  outreach;  2)  the  committee  should  be  informed  of  the  different  funding 
streams  available  for  SOMA  in  order  to  maximize  leveraging  opportunities;  and  3)  the 
committee  examine  the  processes  and  impact  of  similar  work  in  other  neighborhoods,  to 
strengthen  lessons  from  similar  efforts  associated  with  community  infrastructure  and 
neighborhood  development. 

Mr.  Blackwell  acknowledged  that  while  there  will  be  tensions  and  disagreements  along  the 
way,  MOCD  staff  and  the  CAC  members  must  remain  respectful  of  each  other’s  strengths 
and  expertise  in  developing  a model  for  community  investment. 

4)  ACTION  ITEM 

Review  and  action  on  minutes  for  April  19,  2006 

CAC  members  reviewed  the  minutes  from  April  19,  2006.  Conny  Ford  motioned  to  adopt 
the  minutes  and  Kelly  Wilkinson  seconded  that  motion.  Voice  vote  to  approve  was 
unanimous. 

5)  ACTION  ITEM 

Review  and  action  on  minutes  for  April  27,  2006 

CAC  members  reviewed  the  minutes  from  April  27,  2006.  Conny  Ford  motioned  to  adopt 
the  minutes  and  Kelly  Wilkinson  seconded  that  motion.  Voice  vote  to  approve  was 
unanimous. 

6)  ACTION  ITEM 

Review  and  action  on  minutes  for  May  31,  2006 

CAC  members  reviewed  the  minutes  from  May  3 1 , 2006.  Kelly  Wilkinson  informed  the 
group  of  the  correct  spelling  of  Jim  Meko’s  last  name.  Conny  Ford  motioned  to  adopt  the 
minutes  and  Kelly  Wilkinson  seconded  that  motion.  Voice  vote  to  approve  was  unanimous. 

7)  DISCUSSION  ITEM 

Review  and  action  on  proposed  by-laws  for  the  administration  and  governance  of  the  SOMA 
Community  Stabilization  Fund,  Community  Advisory  Committee 

Melange  Matthews  presented  the  most  updated  version  of  the  by-laws  to  the  CAC.  Ms. 
Matthews  explained  that  comments  from  the  City  Attorney’s  office  were  submitted  that 
morning.  She  walked  the  members  through  highlights  of  the  bylaws,  including  some  specific 
recommendations  from  the  City  Attorney’s  office.  In  Article  I,  Section  3,  the  word  “certain” 
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was  added  to  . .certain  residential  developments  in  the  Rincon  Hill  Area  Plan  ...”  Ms. 
Matthews  explained  that  the  project  at  333  Fremont  was  approved  by  the  Planning 
Commission  before  the  passage  of  Ordinance  217-05,  therefore  the  developer  will  pay  fees 
($1 1 psf)  into  the  SOMA  Community  Infrastructure  Fund,  but  not  directly  into  the  SOMA 
Community  Stabilization  Fund. 

In  Article  I,  Section  6,  members  may  continue  to  serve,  even  if  their  term  expires,  until  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  takes  specific  action  regarding  their  seat.  Also  in  Article  I,  Section  6, 
members  of  the  Community  Advisory  Committee  must  fill  out  a Conflict  of  Interest 
Statement,  which  MOCD  will  distribute  after  additional  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney’s 
Office. 

In  Article  III,  Section  1,  the  members  agreed  to  meet  the  third  Wednesday  of  each  month  at 
6pm  at  1 South  Van  Ness,  fifth  floor.  If  meetings  are  scheduled  in  a different  location,  there 
will  be  advance  notification  in  concert  with  Sunshine  Notice  regulations.  In  Article  IV, 
Section  1 , a subcommittee  of  the  CAC  is  any  body  with  two  or  more  members  of  the 
committee  that  is  charged  with  a specific  activity.  Subcommittees  must  follow  Sunshine 
regulations. 

Ms.  Matthews  informed  the  committee  that  MOCD  is  currently  creating  a webpage  hyperlink 
from  the  MOCD  page  for  the  SOMA  CAC. 

Don  Frazier  asked  if  members  who  are  not  present  at  a meeting  may  engage  in  a vote  by 
proxy.  Deputy  City  Attorney  Mike  Martin  stated  that  proxy  voting  is  not  allowed  under 
Sunshine  regulations. 

Conny  Ford  asked  if  members  can  abstain  from  voting.  Mike  Martin  clarified  that  members 
can  abstain  if  they  have  a conflict  of  interest.  Otherwise,  they  have  to  vote  “yes”  or  “no.” 

Public  Comment 

There  was  no  further  public  comment. 

Action 

Ada  Chan  motioned  to  adopt  the  By  Laws  and  Don  Frazier  seconded  the  motion.  Voice  vote 
to  approve  was  unanimous. 

Don  Frazier  thanked  MOCD  staff  for  working  hard  to  establish  relatively  clear  and  succinct 
bylaws,  and  for  the  advance  time  to  review  the  draft  before  the  meeting.  Committee 
members  echoed  his  comments. 

8)  DISCUSSION  ITEM 

Interim  update  on  Mello-Roos  Bond  Financing  for  SOMA  neighborhood 

Deputy  City  Attorney  Mike  Martin  updated  the  Committee  on  the  Mello-Roos  bond 
financing.  Approximately  $1.1  million  is  now  available.  Ms.  Matthews  informed  the 
Committee  that  the  SF  Redevelopment  Agency  will  attend  a future  meeting  to  present  on 
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their  proposed  project  for  Mello-Roos  financing.  Ms.  Matthews  will  also  contact  SFUSD  so 
they  can  also  attend  a CAC  meeting  and  discuss  their  proposed  plans  for  Mello-Roos 
financing. 


Public  Comment 

Chris  Durazo  from  SOMCAN  asked  for  copies  of  handouts  and  asked  whether  these 
materials  will  be  eventually  available  on  the  website.  Staff  replied  that  materials  will  be 
available  on  the  website  when  it  becomes  operable. 

Chris  Durazo  asked  Mike  Martin  if  the  fund  is  earning  interest.  Mr.  Martin  replied  that  the 
fund  is  in  a money  market  account  and  has  an  approximate  2-3%  growth  rate.  The 
Association  of  Bay  Area  Governments  (ABAG)  is  holding  the  funds  until  they  are  disbursed. 

9)  DISCUSSION  ITEM 

Staff  presentation  of  preliminary  SOMA  Assessment  to  guide  strategic  planning 

Brian  Hoffman  explained  a series  of  financial  projection  hand-outs.  The  first  handout 
includes  a pie  chart  of  the  Projected  Contribution  Sources.  This  shows  that  81%  of  the 
funds  will  come  from  the  $13.75/sq.  ft.  fee  and  1%  will  come  from  the  $0.25/sq.  ft.  fee. 
Together,  these  two  sources  make  up  the  SOMA  Stabilization  Fund  portion.  The  other  18% 
will  come  from  the  $1 1/sq.  ft.  fee  for  the  Community  Infrastructure  Fee. 

The  next  handout,  Draft  Revenues  Schedule  from  Rincon  Hill  Community 
Infrastructure  Fee,  shows  the  projected  timeline  of  when  funds  will  be  available  from  2005 
to  2008.  This  includes  the  $1.1  million  for  the  Mello-Roos  financing  which  became 
available  in  June  2006.  Funds  below  the  horizontal  line  are  anticipated;  and  funds  above  the 
line  reflect  corresponding  earmarks  for  expenditure. 

Draft  Uses  and  Revenues  Schedule,  shows  the  projected  timeline  for  the  Community 
Stabilization  Fund  from  2005  to  2010.  It  shows  that  the  first  significant  receipt  of  funds  is 
projected  for  November  2007.  This  means  that  the  CAC  and  MOCD  have  a little  over  a year 
to  complete  both  the  strategic  planning  process  and  set-up  an  RFP  with  community  funding 
priorities. 

Trina  Villanueva  walked  the  committee  through  the  handout  which  provides  a timeline  for 
the  RFP  process.  Based  on  MOCD’s  experience  with  its  annual  Community  Development 
Block  Grant  RFP  process,  the  handout  shows  the  template  for  a six-month  RFP  cycle.  This 
includes  time  to  develop  an  online  application  process,  hold  committee  review  meetings,  host 
public  hearings  and  move  through  the  Board  of  Supervisors  legislative  review  process. 

Kelly  Wilkinson  asked  Mike  Martin  how  the  CAC  can  have  clarity  and  assurance  of  when 
funds  will  be  available.  Mr.  Martin  indicated  that  the  Committee  will  have  a better  sense  of 
timing  on  the  $13.75  contribution,  than  on  timing  for  the  initial  start  of  the  project.  Various 
Members  had  questions  about  MOCD’s  experience  with  RFP  process  such  as  the  number  of 
applicants,  the  approval  rate  and  how  the  MOCD  application  process  is  set  up. 
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The  Cmmittee  agreed  to  discuss  different  options  for  the  Fund  such  as  investing  some  portion 
of  revenue  for  future  allocation.  MOCD  staff  will  examine  options  for  this  process  and 
report  back  to  the  CAC. 

Public  Comment  ton  the  first  half  of  the  presentation) 

Nina  Solomon  from  the  Community  Arts  Center,  located  in  the  SOMA  neighborhood 
informed  the  committee  that  many  groups  like  theirs  need  the  funding  as  soon  as  possible. 
They  are  being  evicted  from  their  space  and  don’t  have  time  to  wait.  Resources  from  the 
Fund  to  address  their  immediate  situation  is  critical  to  their  ability  to  stay  in  their  current 
location. 

Ada  Chan  reiterated  that  there  is  urgency  in  the  community  for  these  funds  because  the 
market  is  already  affecting  the  community. 

Steve  Sarver  suggested  that  the  committee  fast  track  some  funding  to  those  agencies  that  the 
Committee  agrees  on. 

The  Chair,  Jazzie  Collins  expressed  understanding  about  the  current  situation,  and  reminded 
members  that  they  are  obligated  to  establish  a thoughtful,  practical  and  timely  process  and 
structure  in  order  to  address  all  of  the  various  needs  in  the  community,  not  only  the  ones  that 
come  to  light  during  public  comment.  Further  she  reminded  members  that  the  CAC  does  not 
have  any  “flexible  funding”  at  its  discretion  at  this  time;  the  only  funding  to  discuss  for  near- 
term  allocation  will  be  the  Mello-Roos  capital  funds. 

Melange  Matthews  continued  the  discussion  item  and  presented  different  maps  of  the  South 
of  Market  used  by  various  city  departments  and  community  advisory  groups.  This  included  a 
series  of  13  maps  following  different  geographic  boundaries,  all  related  to  the  SOMA  area. 
Ms.  Matthews  reiterated  that  it  is  critical  to  understand  the  boundaries  of  the  geographic  area 
referenced  when  different  agencies  or  organizations  are  referring  to  the  “SOMA 
neighborhood”.  Since  this  is  an  extremely  dynamic  area  of  developer  and  community 
investment,  knowing  the  boundaries  and  criteria  for  financial  resources  will  help  the 
Committee  in  leveraging  resources  for  strategic  community  investments.  Committee 
members  and  the  public  will  be  able  to  view  these  maps  once  MOCD  recreates  them  as  pdf 
documents.  Ms.  Matthews  also  reviewed  a detailed  timeline  of  key  SOMA  activities. 

Ms.  Matthews  outlined  several  SOMA  related  items  identified,  restored  or  added-back  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  in  its  2006-07  Annual  City  budget. 

Ada  Chan  informed  the  group  that  the  South  of  Market  Foundation,  now  called  Urban 
Solutions,  did  a study  on  businesses  that  were  displaced  between  1998-2001.  She  will  make 
an  effort  to  find  the  study  and  provide  it  to  MOCD  staff,  for  distribution  to  the  Members  and 
community. 

Kelly  Wilkinson  recommended  having  some  resource  tools  that  can  be  given  to  those  in  the 
community  who  have  immediate  needs. 
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Public  Comment 

The  Director  of  the  Community  Arts  Center  informed  the  Committee  that  they  have  been  in 
their  building  for  10  years  and  they  were  not  properly  informed  by  the  landlord’s  plans  to  sell 
the  building.  The  studio  was  previously  evicted  during  the  dot-com  expansion.  The  arts 
studio  is  located  at  743  Harrison  Street  between  3rd  and  4th  Streets;  he  invited  the  Members  to 
see  his  space. 

Steve  Sarver  stated  his  understanding  of  small  business  needs  and  stressed  how  important  he 
thinks  it  is  to  prioritize  community  outreach  and  awareness  of  the  CAC  and  the  Fund. 
Committee  members  should  educate  themselves  about  the  immediate  community  needs.  He 
would  like  staff  to  invite  Urban  Solutions  to  a future  CAC  meeting. 

Conny  Ford  wants  to  plan  the  first  community  meeting  in  order  to  listen  to  people  and  get 
their  input  quickly. 

Don  Frazier  recommended  to  colleagues  that  they  be  focused  and  fully  understand  what  is 
within  the  scope  of  the  Fund.  He  strongly  encouraged  members  to  understand  the  subjective 
vs.  the  objective  issues  at  hand.  He  stated  the  urgency  to  form  a concrete  strategic  plan 
around  the  mission  and  vision  of  the  Fund  and  suggested  that  when  this  is  accomplished,  the 
CAC  will  be  more  able  to  frame  thoughtful  and  comprehensive  priorities,  including  the 
sensitive  issue  of  community  displacements.  He  also  asked  that  staff  continue  to  focus  and 
drill-down  on  the  detailed  elements  of  a strategic  plan  for  the  neighborhood,  by  reviewing 
the  work  of  community  organizations  and  other  agencies  to  expedite  this  process. 

Ada  Chan  would  like  to  know  what  has  been  displaced  already  and  what  replaced  them.  Ms. 
Chan  would  like  to  know  the  impact  on  individuals  as  well  as  the  cumulative  impact.  She 
would  like  to  know  impact  on  businesses,  arts,  culture  and  community-based  organizations. 
Ms.  Chan  suggested  reviewing  the  Health  Impact  Assessment.  She  added  that  there  should 
be  a focus  on  timely  small  business  solutions. 

Ms.  Collins  said  she  will  work  to  find  an  accessible  site  for  a future  community  meeting. 

12)  NEW  BUSINESS  and  ANNOUNCEMENTS 

The  Committee  thanked  Ms.  Matthews  for  personally  providing  food  and  drink  for  CAC 
Members  and  the  public.  Conny  Ford  volunteered  to  bring  food  at  the  next  regular  meeting, 
August  16,  2006.  Given  the  recent  lengthy  meetings  and  limited  staff  availability,  Ms. 

Matthews  suggested  that  the  August  meeting  focus  on  an  update  of  the  demographic  data  and 
supplemental  information  regarding  the  City’s  protocol  for  resource  investments. 

13)  PUBLIC  COMMENT 

No  further  public  comment.

CAC  members  reviewed  the  minutes  from  July  27,  2006.  Ada  Chan  motioned  to  adopt  these 
and  Rudy  Corpuz  Jr.  seconded  that  motion.  Voice  vote  to  approve  minutes  was  unanimous. 
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4.  DISCUSSION  ITEM 

Staff  presentation  on  structure  of  financial  investments 

Jazzie  Collins,  requested  that  Action  Item  VIII  be  addressed  by  the  CAC  before  Discussion 
Item  IV. 

Melange  Matthews  updated  the  CAC  on  a conversation  with  Janet  Tolenada,  CPA,  Cash 
Manager  in  the  Investment  Division  of  the  SF  Treasurer  and  Tax  Collector’s  Office.  In  order 
to  invest  SOMA  resources  in  the  City’s  Pooled  Investment  Fund,  Director  Blackwell  will 
need  to  specifically  request  that  funds  be  invested,  and  keep  the  funds  in  the  pool  for  not  less 
than  a 30  day  period.  The  advantage  of  pooled  resources  allows  for  the  SOMA  Fund  to  earn 
interest  in  concert  with  approximately  $3.2  billion  in  pooled  resources.  San  Francisco  has  a 
history  of  providing  a high  return  on  investment,  compared  to  other  municipalities  in  the 
state.  While  the  market  fluctuates,  Ms.  Matthews  indicated  that  this  could  reach  5.01  percent 
return.  Ms.  Matthews  shared  a handout  listing  the  Treasury  Oversight  Committee  members, 
meeting  location  and  time.  She  also  pointed  out  that  the  Oversight  meetings  are  held  on  a 
quarterly  basis. 

Brian  Hoffman,  Finance  Analyst  with  MOCD  did  a short  presentation  on  the  Investment 
Priorities  of  the  Treasurer’s  Office.  This  includes: 

1. Safety  of  the  investment  to  ensure  the  preservation  of  capital  in  the  overall  portfolio. 

2.  Liquidity  of  funds  to  meet  all  reasonably  anticipated  operating  requirements. 

3.  Ensuring  the  best  return  in  investments. 

Mr.  Hoffman  walked  the  CAC  through  a few  examples  illustrating  how  much  interest  would 
be  earned  at  4.20%  at  one  month  and  six  months  periods  if  $5,724,565.00  ( the  first 
significant  amount  currently  projected  for  November  2007)  were  invested  in  the  Pooled 
Fund.  (See  attachments) 

Jazzie  Collins  asked  MOCD  to  confirm  how  much  interest  these  funds  have  earned  to  date. 

Ada  Chan  requested  information  about  revolving  funds  and  Ms.  Matthews  agreed  to  have 
some  information  on  this  for  the  September  meeting.  Ms.  Chan  also  asked  MOCD  staff  if 
there  was  demographic  information  on  the  small  businesses  in  SOMA.  Ms.  Chan  suggested 
that  Urban  Solutions  may  have  information  on  small  businesses  similar  to  the  Mission 
Economic  Development  Association’s  (MED A)  work  to  create  a comprehensive  profile  of 
small  businesses  in  the  Mission  District. 

Public  Comment: 

Chris  Durazo  mentioned  that  Urban  Solutions  focuses  on  redevelopment  areas  and  offered  to 
look  into  it. 
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5.  DISCUSSION  ITEM 

Committee  discussion  regarding  strategic  investment  of  financial  resources 

The  Committee  continued  this  discussion  until  they  have  more  information  about  revolving 
investment  options  and  MOCD’s  loans  and  economic  development  strategies. 

Ada  Chan  said  she  would  be  interested  in  learning  about  what  businesses  are  or  will  be 
displaced  from  SOMA  as  well  as  the  types  of  new  businesses  replacing  these. 

6.  DISCUSSION  ITEM 

Staff  presentation  on  SOMA  Census  Data 

Melange  Matthews  introduced  this  presentation  by  noting  that  census  data  was  collected  on 
SOMA  as  defined  in  the  ordinance.  She  reminded  CAC  members  that  the  purpose  of  sharing 
this  level  of  detail  is  to  help  frame  the  strategic  planning  process. 

Gloria  Woo  delivered  a presentation  on  SOMA  Census  Data  from  2000  and  some  from  the 
1990  Census  for  the  purpose  of  drawing  comparisons.  Gloria  also  noted  census  data 
limitations  due  to  underreporting. 

During  presentation,  Ms.  Matthews  confirmed  that  “poverty”  is  a national  standard  and  does 
not  take  cost  of  living  into  account.  Therefore,  poverty  standards  are  frequently  framed  at 
1 85-200%  of  poverty,  in  order  to  more  closely  capture  figures  for  very  low-income  and 
near-poor  or  working  poor  residents. 

Trina  Villanueva  offered  to  contact  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Criminal  Justice  to  find  out  more 
about  crime  related  data  in  the  SOMA  that  Ms.  Chan  requested.  Mr.  Corpuz  Jr.  suggested 
that  she  also  contact  the  Office  of  Adult  Probation. 

Rudy  Corpuz  Jr.  had  questions  regarding  demographics  on  employment  and  housing 
opportunities  for  individuals  dealing  with  re-entry  from  incarceration.  He  says  that  many  of 
them  are  only  able  to  find  housing  in  SOMA  SROs  (single  room  occupancy  spaces). 

Ada  Chan  expressed  and  interest  in  learning  the  total  number  of  rooms  in  the  SOMA  housing 
stock  and  talked  about  a the  dynamic  between  multiple  bedroom  units  and  lofts.  Ms.  Chan  is 
also  interested  in  demographic  information  on  the  homeless  population  in  SOMA,  the 
number  of  SROs  on  the  sixth  street  corridor  and  the  number  of  families  living  in  SROs. 

Rudy  Corpuz  Jr.  asked  if  this  information  would  be  taken  into  account  when  deciding  on 
funding  priorities  and  Ms.  Matthews  explained  that  all  relevant  data  helps  to  provide  a sound 
underpinning  for  strategic  planning  and  fund  prioritization.  She  also  indicated  that  accessing 
demographic  data  in  concert  with  financial  data  will  help  the  CAC  to  better  leverage  and 
align  resources  from  other  departments  or  organizations. 

Ada  Chan  asked  Ms.  Matthews  what  information  MOCD  is  looking  for  in  terms  of 
displacement  trends.  Ms.  Matthews  shared  that  MOCD  will  look  into  reports  produced  by

MEDA  http://www.medasf.org/services.html.  DPH  health  impact  reports  recommended  by 
Ms.  Chan  http://www.sfgov.org/site/frame.asp?u=http://www.dph.sf.ca.us/  and  will  explore 
the  cost  and  process  for  conducting  door  to  door  surveys  in  the  SOMA  area. 

Ms.  Chan  urged  the  committee  and  MOCD  staff  to  identify  areas  in  need  of  examination  that 
may  be  overlooked,  such  as  the  impact  of  noise  and  traffic  on  learning,  attention  span  and 
other  direct  and/or  indirect  impacts  on  SRO  residents  and  SOMA  Community  Members. 

Public  Comment: 

Chris  Durazo  suggested  that  the  CAC  look  at  data  on  the  impact  of  increased  traffic  patterns, 
cultural  cohesion  (predominantly  in  the  Filipino  community),  the  LGBTQ  population  in  West 
SOMA  and  the  barriers  people  are  facing  (e.g.  re-entry,  the  demand  for  housing,  employment 
opportunities  as  well  as  the  fact  that  very  little  if  any  family  housing  is  available  for 
individuals  re-entering  from  incarceration.)

7.  DISCUSSION  ITEM 

Committee  discussion  regarding  issues  of  interest  for  future  meetings 

Melange  Matthews  gave  an  update  on  issues  of  interest  for  future  meetings  including  the 
Hawaii  model  on  assessing  cultural  impact  of  gentrification  and  revitalization  and 
documentation  of  resources  in  SOMA. 

Ms.  Matthews  also  gave  an  update  about  the  SOMA  Community  Stabilization  Fund 
webpage,  which  is  scheduled  to  go  live  on  August  17th,  2006.  This  webpage  will  be  hosted  at 
MOCD’s  website  and  will  include  all  meeting  agendas,  minutes  and  handouts  to  date. 

In  response  to  Ms.  Chan  request  for  information  on  small  businesses,  Ms.  Matthews  agreed 
to  have  MOCD  staff  examine  opportunities  for  a more  current  assessment/  profile  of  the 
neighborhood. 

Conny  Ford  would  like  to  get  information  on  workforce  development  in  SOMA,  including 
agencies  providing  soft  skills  and  hard  skills  training  and  barriers  keeping  individuals  from 
accessing  these  services. 

Kelly  Wilkinson  urged  the  CAC  to  adopt  a sense  of  urgency  around  the  strategic  planning 
process. 

Ms.  Matthews  announced  that  the  strategic  planning  process  will  start  at  the  September  21st 
CAC  meeting  and  explained  that  this  plan  will  be  the  overarching  plan  that  will  become  more 
specific  and  detailed  as  the  CAC  gets  closer  to  putting  funds  out  in  the  community. 

Ada  Chan  urged  the  group  to  think  about  how  it  will  define  revitalization,  understand 
displacement  and  address  real  issues  experienced  by  community  members. 
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Public  Comment: 

Chris  Durazo  reinforced  the  idea  of  having  the  CAC  take  a close  look  at  the  real  issues  facing 
the  community  such  as  the  current  displacement  resulting  from  both  redevelopment  and 
gentrification. 

8.  ACTION  ITEM 

Change  of  meeting  day  from  the  third  Wednesday  to  third  Thursday  of  the  month. 

Ms.  Matthews  explained  that  no  action  on  this  item  could  be  taken  at  this  meeting  due  to  lack 
of  specific  language  in  agenda  noting  a change  to  the  by-laws.  Ms.  Matthews  also  explained 
that  in  order  to  change  the  meeting  day  in  September,  the  committee  could  motion  to  cancel 
the  next  scheduled  meeting  and  change  it  from  the  third  Wednesday  to  the  third  Thursday  of 
September. 

Jazzie  Collins  explained  that  she  is  requesting  this  change  because  of  other  community 
meetings  in  SOMA  taking  place  on  the  same  day  and  time. 

Public  Comment: 

Chris  Durazo  encouraged  the  CAC  to  change  the  meeting  to  the  third  Thursday  of  the  month 
so  more  community  members  can  attend  the  SOMA  Community  Stabilization  Fund  CAC 
Meetings. 

Action: 

Ada  Chan  motioned  to  change  the  meeting  day  in  September  from  the  third  Wednesday  to 
the  third  Thursday  of  the  month  and  Rudy  Corpuz  Jr.  second  that  motion.  Voice  vote  to 
approve  this  change  was  unanimous. 

Following  the  unanimous  vote  to  change  the  meeting  day  for  September,  Jazzie  Collins 
proposed  having  the  next  CAC  meeting  be  at  the  Bayanihan  Community  Center  in  SOMA. 

Ada  Chan  asked  what  the  agenda  would  be  and  Ms.  Collins  explained  that  it  would  be  an 
open  meeting  for  the  community  to  come  up  with  a wish  list. 

Steven  Sarver  suggested  the  agenda  for  the  public  include  a presentation  from  the  CAC 
regarding  work  that  has  been  done  to  date  and  for  time  to  be  included  to  solicit  feedback 
from  the  community  regarding  this  work. 

Conny  Ford  and  Kelly  Wilkinson  cautioned  the  group  to  think  about  the  agenda  and  the 
importance  of  setting  up  clear  parameters  about  what  the  committee  can  and  cannot  do.  Ms. 
Ford  also  highlighted  the  importance  of  being  well  prepared  ahead  of  time  in  order  to  ensure 
good  use  of  meeting  time. 

CAC  members  discussed  the  best  time  for  a meeting  in  the  community  and  Ms.  Chan 
suggested  the  meeting  happen  in  October  of  2006,  since  November  and  December  tend  to  be 
busy  with  the  holidays.  Steven  Sarver  felt  November  would  still  be  a good  month,  since 
Thanksgiving  is  on  the  last  Thursday  of  the  month. 
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Deputy  City  Attorney  Mike  Martin  recommended  a Discussion  Item  be  added  to  the  next 
meeting  agenda,  so  it  can  be  a more  structured  discussion  and  reminded  the  CAC  of  the  need 
to  give  the  public  15  day  notice  of  a special  meeting  and  72  hour  prior  distribution  of 
Agenda.  Mr.  Martin  reiterated  the  need  to  prepare  an  amendment  to  the  by-laws  for  the 
change  of  meeting  days  as  well  as  an  amendment  to  spell  out  the  procedure  for  having 
meetings  in  other  locations. 

Public  Comment: 

Chris  Durazo  pointed  out  to  the  CAC  that  there  is  a difference  between  having  a meeting  in  a 
different  location  and  having  a community  meeting,  she  wanted  to  highlight  the  fact  that  each 
of  these  require  a whole  different  set  of  arrangements. 

9.  NEW  BUSINESS  and  ANNOUNCEMENTS 

Trina  Villanueva  explained  to  the  group  that  a new  map  on  the  proposed  Community 
Benefits  District  on  Market  Street  was  added  to  their  packets. 

The  CAC  expressed  their  sincere  appreciation  to  Conny  Ford  for  providing  dinner  for  the 
Committee  and  for  supporting  a small  business  in  selecting  her  purchase.

1.  CALL  TO  ORDER  and  ROLL  CALL

Agenda  review  and  meeting  logistics 

Melange  Matthews  reviewed  the  agenda.  Committee  Chair,  Jazzie  L.  Collins  reviewed  the 
meeting  expectations. 


3.  ACTION  ITEM 

Review  and  action  on  minutes  for  August  16,  2006 

CAC  members  reviewed  the  minutes  from  August  16,  2006.  Conny  Ford  motioned  to  adopt; 
Kelly  Wilkinson  seconded  the  motion.  Voice  vote  to  approve  minutes  was  unanimous. 

4.  DISCUSSION  ITEM 

MOCD  Director  Blackwell  opening  comments  and  Committee  discussion  of  "SOMA 
Business  & Community  Connect  Project” 

MOCD  Director  Fred  Blackwell  was  unable  to  attend  the  meeting.  Dwayne  Jones,  Director 
of  Communities  of  Opportunity  presented  in  his  absence.  He  provided  the  Committee  with 
background  information  on  the  original  Project  Connect  work  that  was  initiated  by  MOCD  a 
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few  years  ago.  Project  Connect  was  a door-to-door  volunteer  strategy  employed  to  better 
identify  the  service  needs  of  residents  in  low-income  communities.  MOCD  staff  and 
volunteers  from  other  City  departments  and  community-based  organizations  knocked  on 
doors  in  several  neighborhoods  to  ask  residents  about  the  services  they  needed  and  the 
services  they  currently  use.  The  result  and  findings  from  this  effort  is  described  in  a report 
available  on  the  MOCD  website  (http://www.sfgov.org/site/uploadedfiles/mocd/l-6- 
05pcfinalreport.pdfj.  This  effort  helped  build  trust  between  City  agencies  and  residents. 

Mr.  Jones  explained  that  MOCD  staff  are  exploring  ways  to  determine  if  the  Project  Connect 
strategy  might  be  used  to  provide  a snapshot  of  small  businesses  and  current  challenges  in 
the  SOMA  area.  He  indicated  his  understanding  that  MOCD  staff  were  trying  to  be 
responsive  to  requests  by  the  Committee  to  better  define  and  understand  the  current  profile 
and  challenges  of  small  businesses  and  artists  in  the  SOMA  area. 

Ada  Chan  questioned  the  utility  of  the  proposed  activity  and  expressed  concern  around  the 
potential  duplication  of  effort  across  departments.  She  specifically  requested  that  staff  reach 
out  to  Urban  Solutions  and  invite  a representative  to  the  Committee  to  discuss  their  work  in 
the  SOMA  area. 

Conny  Ford  welcomed  the  idea,  and  indicated  that  the  Committee  has  indeed  pressed  staff  to 
identify  ways  to  collect  more  current  data,  since  the  census  data  provided  earlier  does  not 
offer  a “real-time  snapshot  of  the  SOMA  we  all  know.” 

Rudy  Corpuz  expressed  his  support  for  the  community  work  and  ethics  that  Director  Jones 
brings  to  the  table. 

Steve  Sarver  indicated  that  this  strategy,  if  it  is  used,  would  be  a source  for  more  qualitative 
information  vs.  precise  quantitative  data  which  is  very  difficult  to  acquire.  He  indicated  that 
additional  data  is  always  welcome  as  it  continues  to  inform  the  Committee’s  overall  strategic 
planning. 

Melange  Matthews  indicated  that  she  would  contact  staff  from  collegial  departments  to 
assess  the  possibility  of  drafting  a survey  instrument  that  builds  on  current  work  already 
conducted  by  the  planning  department  and  incorporates  available  data  from  other  City 
agencies.  If  the  survey  were  to  be  executed  by  volunteers,  MOCD  would  coordinate  the 
staffing.  Data  would  be  synthesized  and  presented  back  to  the  SOMA  CAC.  She  offered  to 
provide  an  update  to  the  Committee  at  the  October  meeting.

5.  DISCUSSION  ITEM 

City  Planning  Department  presentation  and  Committee  discussion  regarding  timelines, 
research  and  key  activities  in  the  SOMA  area 
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Sarah  Dennis  from  the  Planning  Department  provided  an  overview  of  the  Eastern 
Neighborhoods  Planning  process  that  started  in  2001.  She  opened  her  comments  by 
announcing  that  there  will  be  a workshop  on  October  3,  2006  to  discuss  the  East  SOMA  Area 
Plan.  The  workshop  will  be  held  at  the  SOMA  Recreation  Center  from  6-8pm.  The  meeting 
will  provide  the  community  with  information  on  the  policies  related  to  land  use, 
transportation,  housing,  community  facilities  and  open  space.  The  workshop  is  being 
conducted  to  solicit  community  input  on  the  proposed  land  use  recommendations.  The  last 
Planning  Department  workshop  in  East  SOMA  was  conducted  in  March  2006. 

The  workshop  presentation  will  include  an  initial  analysis  in  specific  areas  including  open 
space,  transportation,  public  services  and  will  offer  established  standards  (based  on  other 
city-wide  data)  and  future  projections  of  need  in  the  community.  The  Planning  Department 
is  trying  to  “get  a pulse”  on  the  community  reaction  to  this  preliminary  information.  Ms. 
Dennis  reiterated  that  this  outreach  to  the  community  is  a very  iterative  process,  and  while  it 
may  seem  redundant,  it  is  a highly  valued  strategy  to  receive  candid  feedback  “in  real  time” 
as  the  staff  progress  toward  final  land  use  recommendations  in  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods. 

Ms.  Dennis  projected  a timeline  for  the  Committee  members:  a Draft  Plan  will  likely  be 
available  in  the  Spring  of  2007;  the  Environmental  Impact  Report  is  projected  for  completion 
by  July  2007  and  the  Final  Plan  is  projected  for  Fall  2007. 

Ms.  Dennis  described  key  elements  of  the  background  analysis  that  include:  1)  Supply  and 
Demand  Study  on  Production,  Distribution  and  Repair  (PDR)  uses;  2)  a Socio-economic 
Impact  Analysis  and  3)  a Needs  Assessment  for  a public  benefit  zoning. 

Conny  Ford  asked  how  to  access  the  Draft  socio-economic  impact  analysis  on  the  Eastern 
Neighborhoods.  It  is  available  through  the  Planning  Department’s  online  web-site  at: 
http://www.sfgov.org/site/uploadedfiles/planning/Citvwide/pdfyDRAFTSocioeconomic%20I 
mpact%20Report  05  12  06.pdf).  The  Draft  was  released  in  August  2007  and  is  expected 
to  be  final  by  November  2007. 

Ms.  Dennis  also  noted  that  a courtesy  invitation  was  extended  to,  and  accepted  by,  the 
Committee  Chair,  Ms.  Collins  to  attend  a pre-workshop  meeting  with  the  Planning 
Department  on  Tuesday,  September  26,  2006  to  review  a preliminary  set  of  the  materials 
prepared  for  the  SOMA  community  workshop. 

Rudy  Corpuz  respectfully  expressed  his  frustration  with  more  community  meetings,  which 
appear  to  be  overlapping  in  terms  of  content  areas  and  without  “expected  results  or  positive 
changes  for  the  community.”  Conny  Ford  also  shared  her  frustration  regarding  the  length  of 
time  the  whole  planning  process  has  taken. 

Ms.  Dennis  expressed  her  appreciation  for  and  understanding  of  Mr.  Corpuz’s  and  Ms. 

Ford’s  comments  and  frustrations,  and  stated  that  the  nature  of  such  a significant  set  of  land 
use  regulations  can  unfortunately  result  in  “community  fatigue”  from  the  constancy  of  such 
meetings. 
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Steve  Sarver  said  that  even  if  we  are  tired  of  more  planning  meetings,  that  this  is  still  a 
positive  opportunity  to  effect  long-term  changes  in  the  SOMA  neighborhood,  based  on  the 
powerful  impact  of  zoning  regulations. 

Ada  Chan  recommended  that  Committee  Members  still  should  encourage  residents  and 
business  owners  to  attend  as  many  community  meetings  as  possible,  since  there  seems  to  be 
increased  momentum  in  the  Planning  Department  to  move  forward  with  proposed  SOMA 
regulations. 

Committee  Chair,  Jazzie  Collins  also  expressed  her  deep  frustration  with  the  reliability, 
unmet  community  needs  and  length  of  time  involved  in  the  Planning  Department  process. 
She  provided  examples  to  illustrate  broken  promises  of  the  past,  including  the  concerns 
around  enforcement  of  height  limits  in  residential  alleys,  and  the  development  of  a grocery 
store  that  she  deems  unaffordable  for  the  true  residents  of  the  SOMA  neighborhood.  She 
strongly  encouraged  the  Planning  Department  to  elevate  safety  issues  around  transportation 
corridors  and  traffic  calming  efforts  in  the  Plan  and  to  consider  the  lessons  and  data  from  the 
past  as  relevant  and  informative  for  future  plans. 

Ms.  Dennis  thanked  the  Committee  for  the  invitation  to  present  an  update  to  them  and  for 
their  candor. 


Public  Comment: 

A member  of  the  community  inquired  about  the  invitation  to  the  preliminary  meeting  on 
September  26,  2006  with  “community  leaders.” 

Deborah  Walker,  Chair  of  the  Arts  Taskforce,  identified  herself  as  someone  who  has  been 
engaged  with  issues  affecting  SOMA  for  over  10  years.  She  expressed  concern  around  the 
loss  of  community  artists  over  time  and  the  erratic  relationship  with  prior  representatives  of 
the  Planning  Department.  She  strongly  supported  the  work  of  the  Committee  to  take  the  time 
to  seriously  consider  the  many  factors  involved  in  establishing  a strategic  framework  that  is 
inclusive  of  artists  and  their  contribution  to  community. 

April  Veneracion,  Executive  Director  of  SOMCAN  expressed  her  frustrations  with  the  length 
of  time  the  Planning  Department  has  taken  to  develop  land  use  recommendations  for  the 
SOMA  neighborhood  and  lamented  the  timing  of  “overlapping  planning  processes.”  She 
requested  that  the  Committee  try  to  include  data  on  SOMA  before  Rincon  Hill  development; 
updated  data  on  projects  currently  in  the  pipeline;  and  projections  for  the  future  development 
in  the  Committee’s  Strategic  Plan. 


6.  DISCUSSION  ITEM 

San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency  presentation  and  Committee  discussion  regarding  key 
activities  in  the  SOMA  area,  with  a special  focus  on  the  Trans-Bay  Terminal  Project 
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Mike  Grisso  from  the  Redevelopment  Agency  provided  an  overview  of  current  Agency 
efforts  in  the  SOMA  area.  Following  are  some  key  highlights  from  his  presentation. 


Housing 

SFRA  has  spent  over  $70  million  in  the  SOMA  Redevelopment  area;  $55  million  on 
affordable  housing  for  mixed-incomes.  There  have  been  1,200  units  of  affordable  housing 
built  since  1990. 

Infrastructure 

Sidewalks  have  been  widened  on  Sixth  Street  and  lanes  have  been  narrowed  to  help  control 
traffic.  SFRA  wanted  to  put  in  more  streetlights  and  crosswalks  but  the  Department  of 
Parking  and  Traffic  did  not  approve  their  recommendation. 

Economic  Development 

SFRA’s  goal  is  to  fill  currently  vacant  retail  spaces  in  buildings  in  SOMA  area.  There  have 
been  18  new  businesses  since  2003  and  40  facade  improvements.  This  program  involves 
matching  funds  and  support  for  building  improvements.  He  identified  a few  of  the  recent 
projects  including,  Tu  Lan  restaurant,  a hair  salon  and  a pizza  parlor.  SFRA  also  provides 
support  to  Urban  Solutions  to  provide  technical  support  to  area  small  businesses.  He 
announced  that  there  will  be  a branch  of  the  Northeast  Community  Federal  Credit  Union 
opening  in  SOMA  soon,  and  the  SOMA  Health  Center  on  7th  Street  will  include  family 
housing  (3-4  bedrooms)  at  60%  AMI,  above  the  clinic  site. 

Mr.  Grisso  discussed  the  need  to  take  advantage  of  infill  sites  due  to  suburban  sprawl  in  the 
Bay  Area  region.  The  Transbay  terminal  is  40  acres,  including  12  acres  of  empty  land 
(parking  lots).  The  terminal  was  donated  to  the  City  by  the  State  at  no  cost,  but  included  a 
caveat  that  revenue  generated  by  the  development  would  be  used  to  support  the  projected 
transit  hub  and  ensure  seismic  renovation  of  the  bus  terminal.  He  projected  up  to  3,400  units 
of  housing  in  the  area,  with  at  least  35%  made  affordable  for  residents  at  60%  of  the  Area 
Median  Income. 

To  enhance  livable  space  at  the  development,  1)  there  will  be  space  between  the  towers  (120 
feet  apart);  2)  the  ground  floor  of  all  buildings  will  have  active  uses  such  as  retail;  3)  there 
will  be  one  acre  for  public  open  space. 

The  Terminal  project  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Transbay  Joint  Powers  Authority.  He 
projects  housing  for  families  at  474  Natoma  and  7th  Street.  Buildings  are  expected  to  be 
approximately  500  feet  in  height.  There  will  be  a requirement  for  employment  of  SOMA 
residents  during  the  construction  phase.  The  Agency  will  work  with  City  Build  and  Mission 
Hiring  Hall  to  coordinate  this  commitment  to  community  jobs  for  residents. 

Ada  Chan  asked  Mr.  Grisso  to  consider  any  and  all  creative  financing  strategies  that  would 
enure  to  the  benefit  of  support  for  small  business  development  and  retention  in  the  SOMA 
community. 

Public  Comment: 
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April  Veneracion  asked  about  the  cash  flow  streams  for  each  of  the  SFRA  areas  and 
encouraged  the  Committee  to  consider  that  information  in  its  strategic  plan  development. 


7.  DISCUSSION  ITEM 

Staff  presentation  and  Committee  discussion  regarding  strategic  planning  update  for  the 
Committee 

Melange  Matthews  reminded  the  Committee  that  staff  is  still  proposing  the  development  of 
two  separate  documents  - the  Strategic  Plan  and  the  Funding  Priorities.  She  then  presented  a 
draft  framework  for  the  strategic  plan.  Ms.  Matthews  then  went  through  the  draft  document 
explaining  each  section  (i.e.  Vision,  Mission,  Principles,  Goals,  Objectives,  Indicators, 
Strategies,  Allocating  Resources  and  Evaluation). 

In  Section  IV  Goals,  Ms.  Matthews  explained  that  there  a multiple  goals  identified  to  provide 
the  Committee  a chance  to  review  a broad  range  of  potential  statements  that  frame  the  over- 
arching direction  of  the  Fund. 

Given  the  late  hour,  Ms.  Matthews  requested  that  the  Committee  consider  this  item  at  the 
October  meeting,  and  was  hopeful  that  would  give  Members  adequate  time  to  review  the 
draft  framework. 

Public  Comment: 

No  public  comment. 


8.  ACTION  ITEM 

By-Laws  change  regarding  regular  meeting  day  for  the  Committee  from  the  third  Wednesday 
to  third  Thursday  of  each  month. 

The  Committee  requested  staff  prepare  documentation  to  amend  the  by-laws  to  change  the 
regular  meeting  day  from  the  third  Wednesday  to  the  third  Thursday  of  each  month.  Ada 
Chan  motioned  to  change  the  By-Laws;  Steve  Sarver  seconded  the  motion.  Voice  vote  to 
approve  the  change  was  unanimous. 

Public  Comment: 

No  public  comment. 


9.  DISCUSSION  ITEM 

Committee  discussion  regarding  Mello-Roos  Update 

Ms.  Matthews  reminded  the  Committee  that  $1,169,835  in  Mello-Roos  bond  revenue  is  still 
being  held  in  trust  with  the  Association  of  Bay  Area  Governments.  She  asked  the  Committee 
when  they  want  staff  to  contact  the  Redevelopment  Agency  and  the  School  District  to  request 
their  appearance  before  the  Committee  to  present  their  proposed  projects  for  consideration. 
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Ms.  Matthews  noted  that  in  addition  to  the  Mello-Roos  revenue,  MOCD  recently  received 
$50,000  of  General  Fund  revenue  to  support  pre-development  work  regarding  the  feasibility 
of  a Youth  Center  in  the  SOMA  area.  Depending  on  the  nature,  direction  and  timing  of  the 
study,  there  may  be  a role  for  the  Mello-Roos  funds  to  leverage  the  general  fund  money  in 
the  future.  Mr.  Corpuz  thanked  staff  for  the  update  and  the  flexibility  for  the  Committee  to 
consider  leveraging  scenarios  for  the  future.  He  expressed  his  keen  desire  for  a Youth  Center 
in  the  neighborhood.  Ada  Chan  stated  her  support  for  a Youth  Center  and  disclosed  that  she 
is  interested  in  working  with  Mr.  Corpus  to  advance  the  project  in  the  community. 

The  Committee  directed  staff  to  put  Mello-Roos  on  the  November  agenda  and  to  seek 
presentations  from  relevant  agencies. 

Public  Comment: 

Deborah  Walker  suggested  that  staff  talk  with  the  Arts  Commission,  and  specifically  the 
Director  of  Culture  to  increase  their  awareness  of  the  Committee’s  role  and  to  seek  support 
for  artist  related  activity  in  SOMA. 


10.  DISCUSSION  ITEM 

Committee  discussion  regarding  timing  for  community  meeting 
The  Committee  continued  this  item  until  the  November  meeting. 


11.  NEW  BUSINESS  and  ANNOUNCEMENTS 

• Ada  Chan  shared  copies  of  a report  entitled  “Building  Assets  while  Building 
Communities”  which  was  sponsored  by  the  Haas  Jr.  Fund. 

• Announcement:  SOMAFEST  will  be  held  on  September  30,  2006.  It  will  be  a 
celebration  of  community  at  the  Recreation  Center.  All  are  welcome. 

• The  CAC  expressed  their  sincere  appreciation  to  Kelly  Wilkinson  for  providing 
dinner  for  the  Committee  and  for  supporting  a small  business  in  selecting  her 
purchase. 


12.  PUBLIC  COMMENT 

A member  of  the  community  expressed  his  anger  and  frustration  that  he  called  the  MOCD 
general  information  number  to  confirm  the  Committee  meeting  time  and  location  and  was 
not  provided  timely  information  regarding  the  meeting.  Ms.  Matthews  stated  that  the  front 
desk  had  the  information  and  that  MOCD  has  posted  information  regarding  the  meeting  at 
the  Main  public  library  and  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  in  concert  with 
Sunshine  regulations.  She  also  apologized  on  behalf  of  MOCD  that  the  member  of  the  public 
was  not  properly  assisted  in  his  effort  to  solicit  more  information  about  the  Committee 
meeting.

1.  CALL  TO  ORDER  and  ROLL  CALL

Melange  Matthews  reviewed  the  agenda.  Committee  Chair,  Jazzie  L.  Collins  reviewed  the 
meeting  expectations. 


3.  ACTION  ITEM 

Review  and  action  on  minutes  for  September  21,  2006 

Melange  Matthews  apologized  for  the  lateness  in  providing  the  committee  the  minutes.  CAC 
members  reviewed  the  minutes  from  August  16,  2006.  Ada  Chan  motioned  to  adopt:  Rudy 
Corpuz  seconded  the  motion.  Voice  vote  to  approve  minutes  was  unanimous. 


4.  DISCUSSION  ITEM 

Committee  discussion  regarding  strategic  planning  for  the  SOMA  Community  Advisory 
Committee  and  fit  with  the  proposed  SOMA  Business  & Community  Connect  Project 
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Melange  Matthews  informed  the  committee  of  a project  that  MOCD  has  been  involved  with 
that  is  relevant  to  data  gathering  on  SOMA  - the  Social  Compact  Neighborhood  Market 
DrillDown.  At  the  last  CAC  meeting,  members  discussed  the  need  for  accurate  data  and 
discussed  the  possibility  of  doing  a Project  Connect  effort  in  SOMA.  Ms.  Matthews  was 
enthusiastic  that  the  data  gathered  on  SOMA  for  the  DrillDown  would  provide  the  committee 
with  another  good  source  of  information. 

Trina  Villanueva  presented  background  information  on  Social  Compact  and  the 
Neighborhood  Market  DrillDown  they  are  conducting  in  several  neighborhoods  in  San 
Francisco.  Ms.  Villanueva  handed  out  some  materials  on  Social  Compact  and  the  map  that 
showed  which  neighborhoods  were  part  of  the  DrillDown  Analysis. 

Social  Compact  is  a nonprofit  research  organization  led  by  business  leaders  who  want  to 
promote  successful  business  investment  in  lower-income  communities.  Utilizing  innovative 
sources  of  dependable,  business-oriented  data  that  reveal  the  hidden  strengths  of  traditionally 
undervalued  communities,  the  DrillDown  provides  compelling  data  that  shows  a more 
accurate  picture  of  the  market  size,  buying  power  and  market  stability  of  neighborhoods. 

MOCD  and  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce  Development  (MOEWD)  began 
working  with  Social  Compact  in  July  to  conduct  a Neighborhood  Market  DrillDown  which  is 
a detailed  market  analysis  of  a cluster  of  the  City’s  neighborhoods  including  South  of 
Market,  Tenderloin,  Chinatown,  Mission,  Western  Addition,  Potrero  Hill,  Bayview  Hunters 
Point,  Visitacion  Valley  and  the  OMI.  MOCD  and  MOEWD  are  supporting  this  project  as 
well  as  banks  and  private  foundations  like  the  Haas  Jr.  Fund. 

The  impetus  for  working  with  Social  Compact  was  the  need  for  market  data  to  help  bring  in  a 
grocery  operator  in  the  Bayview  Hunters  Point  neighborhood.  Social  Compact’s  work  has 
helped  to  bring  in  bank  branches  in  Harlem,  NY,  a grocery  store  in  the  Anacostia 
neighborhood  in  Washington,  DC  and  other  retail  centers  in  Cleveland,  OH  and  Houston, 

TX.  Last  year  Social  Compact  did  a DrillDown  in  four  neighborhoods  in  Oakland  where 
they  found  more  people  than  the  census  stated,  larger  household  income  size  and  an  informal 
economy  of  about  $400  million. 

Preliminary  data  on  San  Francisco  neighborhoods  is  projected  for  early  December.  At  that 
time,  MOCD  will  gather  community-based  organizations  from  the  different  neighborhoods  to 
provide  feedback  on  the  preliminary  analysis,  discuss  how  to  use  the  information  for  the 
benefit  of  community-based  organizations  and  how  to  roll  out  the  information  to  the  public. 
MOCD  will  gather  the  CAC  and  other  community-based  organizations  serving  the  South  of 
Market  to  discuss  the  data  on  SOMA. 

Ada  Chan  asked  how  this  study  could  help  inform  them  of  what  has  been  happening  in  the 
SOMA  community.  Steven  Sarver  added  that  this  is  just  a snapshot.  Rudy  Corpuz  also 
asked  how  this  study  fits  in  with  what  the  committee  wants  to  do. 
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Melange  Matthews  said  that  the  DrillDown  is  another  tool  that  could  be  helpful  to  the 
committee.  The  DrillDown  has  been  conducted  in  seven  other  cities  around  the  country.  In 
San  Francisco,  MOCD  and  MOEWD  are  clear  that  the  data  will  be  used  to  help  bring  in  a 
grocery  store  in  Bayview.  However,  there  are  no  specific  purposes  yet  for  the  DrillDown 
analysis  in  other  neighborhoods.  MOCD  will  work  with  the  CAC  and  other  organizations  to 
review  Social  Compact  data  for  SOMA. 

Public  Comment: 

No  public  comment. 

The  second  half  of  the  presentation  focused  on  the  CAC  the  strategic  planning  process.  Ms. 
Matthews  handed  out  materials  - Draft  Strategic  Framework  Table  of  Contents,  Draft 
Strategic  Framework  Timeline,  and  MOCD  Five-Year  Goals,  Objectives  and  Strategies.  Ms. 
Matthews  asked  the  members  to  review  Vision,  Mission,  Principles  and  Goals  which  are 
included  in  the  Draft  Strategic  Framework  Structure  handed  out  at  the  last  CAC  meeting. 

The  Goals  are  the  overarching  direction  of  the  Fund  which  will  drive  the  Objectives.  Ms. 
Matthews  referred  to  the  MOCD  Five-Year  Goals  as  a reference.  Ms.  Matthews  and  Ms.  del 
Rosario  will  present  the  committee  members  with  the  suggested  new  language  at  the  next 
meeting  and  the  committee  can  vote  on  it. 

Claudine  del  Rosario  presented  the  draft  timeline  to  the  members  and  reviewed  the  intended 
discussion  and  action  items  for  the  next  five  meetings.  The  members  agreed  that  there  will 
be  a lot  to  accomplish  in  a short  time  and  that  the  timeline  may  change.  The  members 
reviewed  what  is  supposed  to  be  discussed  for  the  November  meeting  which  included  a 
discussion  on  Mello  Roos  and  a presentation  from  Urban  Solutions.  Ms.  Chan  commented 
that  the  CAC  did  not  have  to  rush  to  spend  the  Mello  Roos  money  and  suggested  to  discuss 
potential  Mello  Roos  projects  after  the  strategic  planning  process. 

Members  discussed  the  need  for  at  least  two  community  meetings  that  include  SOMA 
residents  as  community-based  organizations  are  not  the  heart  of  the  community. 

Ada  Chan  added  that  these  funds  are  to  mitigate  the  impact  of  development  in  the  SOMA 
community.  There  is  an  impact  on  businesses,  childcare,  and  other  quality  of  life  issues.  The 
strategic  plan  should  address  the  impact  of  development  rather  than  focus  on  needs 
assessment.  This  should  be  a different  framework  from  a service  model.  Jazzie  Collins 
added  that  the  legislation  was  specific  that  the  funds  be  used  to  stabilize  the  community. 

Steven  Sarver  recommended  that  the  community  meeting  be  held  in  early  December.  The 
discussion  could  focus  on  the  vision,  mission  and  principles  of  the  CAC  and  hear  comments 
from  the  community  members.  The  meeting  can  focus  on  what  the  CAC  will  be  accountable 
for  and  ask  community  members  a few  key  questions. 

There  will  be  a 15-day  notice  for  this  community  meeting.  This  will  have  to  be  an  action 
item  at  the  next  CAC  meeting.  The  members  proposed  December  7th  as  the  date  for  the 
community  meeting. 
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Vision/Mission/Principles 

Members  reviewed  the  proposed  language  for  the  Vision,  Mission  and  Principles  sections  of 
the  Draft  Strategic  Framework  Structure  and  provided  recommendations.  Ms.  Del  Rosario 
will  present  on  the  three  sections  at  the  next  meeting  and  members  will  consider  an  action  to 
approve  it.  Ms.  Matthews  asked  members  to  review  the  Goals  section  for  the  next  meeting 
and  provide  feedback  to  staff. 

Ms.  Chan  handed  out  a document  with  stats  from  the  Planning  Dept,  which  looks  at  the 
future  impacts  such  as  increased  traffic  and  jobs.  Rudy  Corpuz  suggested  that  preserving 
indigenous  people  of  SOMA  should  be  in  the  Vision  and  Mission  of  the  fund.  Ms.  Matthews 
asked  the  committee  to  come  up  with  strategies  for  achieving  that  from  funding  perspective.

Mike  Martin,  Deputy  City  Attorney,  presented  a document  to  the  members  on  Conflict  of 
Interest.  Members  have  to  review  the  document,  sign  and  send  back  to  the  City  Attorney’s 
office.  Mr.  Martin  informed  the  members  that  he  is  available  to  answer  questions  the 
members  have  on  this  issue.

Ada  offered  to  provide  a prioritized  list  from  the  Housing  Focus  group  she  is  involved  with. 

Jazzie  Collins  expressed  concern  about  what  will  be  used  for  the  definition  of  family  and 
encouraged  that  it  include  the  LGBTQ  communities.

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community  center.  Additionally,  she  emphasized  that  she  feels  the  Committee  is  part  of  a 
great  process. 

Kelly  Wilkinson  said  that  she  is  interested  in  hearing  about  individual  needs  versus  agency 
needs.

5.  DISCUSSION  ITEM 

Presentation  and  wrap  up  from  Jessica  Look,  (Asian  Neighborhood  Design)  and  April 
Veneracion  (SOMCAN)  SOMA  research.  Presentation  followed  by  Q & A. 

April  Veneracion  of  SOMCAN  presented  research,  funded  by  the  Haas  Sr.  fund,  on 
community  asset  development. 

Jessica  Look  of  Asian  Neighborhood  Design  presented  a concept  tool  on  how  community 
assets  can  mitigate  the  impact  of  redevelopment  (handout).  Jessica  highlighted  the  fact  that 
they  would  make  recommendations  based  on  priorities  outlined  in  the  ordinance,  community 
needs  and  the  overall  goals  of  the  SOMA  Community  Stabilization  Fund. 

The  committee  discussed  how  the  above  research  builds  on  the  existing  strengths  of  SOMA, 
the  definition  of  an  asset,  how  land  ownership  impacts  development,  and  the  desirability  of 
mixed-use  buildings. 

Committee  members  as  well  as  presenters  underlined  the  importance  of  defining  Community 
Assets  and  understanding  that  these  include  both  existing  human  assets  in  the  community  as 
well  as  investment  assets  like  land,  which  appreciates  in  value. 

Conny  Ford  requested  a list  of  city-owned  property  in  SOMA.  Lariza  Dugan-Cuadra  will 
provide  it. 

Committee  members  requested  a breakdown  of  agencies  in  SOMA  and  their  client  base,  as 
well  as  out  of  SOMA  agencies  that  serve  SOMA  residents. 

Kelly  Wilkinson  requested  e-mail  copies  of  meeting  handouts. 

Public  Comment: 

A member  of  the  public  requested  a list  of  funded  agencies  by  DCYF,  First  5 and  the 
Redevelopment  Agency.  Lariza  Dugan-Cuadra  will  do  research  and  provide  this 
information. 

6.  DISCUSSION  ITEM  (25  minutes) 

Presentation  from  Urban  Solutions  on  a business  survey  that  was  conducted  in  SOMA. 
Presentation  followed  by  Q &A. 

Jenny  McNulty  and  John  Urquhart  presented  the  results  of  a small  business  survey  conducted 
by  Urban  Solutions.  Problems  highlighted  by  business  owners  included  homelessness,  street 
and  sidewalk  clean  up,  energy  efficiency,  and  community  policing. 
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Recommendations  to  assist  small  businesses  in  SOMA  included: 

• Providing  “Energy  Efficiency  Grants”  to  businesses  purchasing  energy  efficient 
equipment  valued  at  $5,000.00  or  more 

• Funding  for  additional  Technical  Assistance  including  completion  of  loan 
applications,  networking  events,  entrepreneurial  training,  marketing  collateral,  visual 
merchandising,  lease  negotiation,  etc. 

• Funding  for  overall  Quality  of  Life  Improvements  in  SOMA 

• Starting  a Revolving  Loan  Fund 

• Providing  incentives  to  small  businesses  to  hire  SOMA  youth  through  wage 
subsidies. 

Jazzie  Collins  enumerated  the  city  department  resources  already  in  place  to  address 
homelessness  and  maintenance  issues. 

Kelly  Wilkinson  wondered  what  specific  issues  around  homelessness  were  of  concern  to 
business  owners  (e.g„  sleeping  in  doorways). 

Conny  Ford  was  interested  in  the  business  need  for  energy  efficient  operations  and  suggested 
potential  resources,  including  PG&E  and  mayor’s  office  programs. 

Ada  Chan  was  interested  in  the  suggestion  that  the  fund  could  supplement  the  wage  of  youth 
workers,  which  would  provide  an  incentive  for  business  owners  to  hire  and  train  SOMA 
youth. 

Rudy  Corpuz,  Jr.  commented  on  the  need  for  youth  employment  programs,  violence 
prevention,  and  effective  community  policing,  not  just  more  officers. 

Claudine  del  Rosario  requested  a list  of  the  businesses  surveyed.  John  Urquhart  will  provide 
it  to  the  committee. 

Lariza  Dugan-Cuadra  emphasized  the  need  for  living  wage  jobs  for  SOMA  residents,  and  the 
need  to  develop  higher  wage  career  paths  for  SOMA  youth  for  jobs  throughout  the  city,  not 
just  in  SOMA. 

Steve  Sarver  commented  on  the  revolving  loan  fund  and  the  necessity  of  providing  banking 
products  for  businesses  that  do  not  qualify  for  traditional  loans. 

Public  Comment: 

The  public  asked  what  the  definition  of  “youth”  was  for  the  survey.  John  Urquhart  reported 
that  the  survey  considered  ages  1 6 to  1 8 to  be  youth.  A discussion  ensued  on  the  range  of 
ages  considered  to  be  “youth.” 

The  public  asked  what  the  cost  of  energy  was  to  business  in  relation  to  their  operating  costs. 

The  public  asked  for  information  regarding  the  budget  for  police  services  in  SOMA,  and  for 
similar  figures  on  street  cleaning.  Ada  Chan  requested  that  information  on  street  cleaning 
take  into  account  the  density  of  population. 

A representative  for  Renaissance  outlined  her  agency’s  business  incubation  program,  and 
suggested  that  the  fund  could  be  used  to  provide  economic  incentives  for  client  businesses  to 
stay  in  SOMA.

Agenda  review  and  meeting  logistics. 

Claudine  del  Rosario  reviewed  the  agency  and  meeting  logistics. 

3.  ACTION  ITEM 

Review  and  possible  action  on  minutes  for  July  2,  2007 

Conny  Ford  had  amendments  to  the  minutes  on  p.3,  to  add  “PG&E,  Mayor’s  Office,  etc.”  to 
her  statement. 

Conny  Ford  motioned  to  approve  the  minutes.  Steven  Sarver  seconded  the  motion.  Minutes 
were  approved  as  amended  unanimously. 
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4.  DISCUSSION  ITEM 

Debrief  on  Townhall  Meeting  that  took  place  on  June  5,  2007  at  the  Bayanihan  Center. 

(Item  originally  agendized for  July  2 meeting  and  tabled  due  to  lack  of  time) 

Conny  Ford  commented  that  it  was  a good  meeting  and  discussion.  She  noted  how  much 
people  cared  and  that  there  was  agreement  that  there  was  no  gathering  place  in  SOMA. 

People  reminisced  about  former  places,  like  the  Woolworth’s.  There  was  agreement  that 
SOMA  needs  a place  where  people  can  go  and  be  together,  like  a youth  center,  or  a small 
block  of  shops  with  outside  seating. 

Kelly  Wilkinson  commented  that  it  was  a good  meeting  and  that  she  was  pleased  with  the 
turnout  and  lively  conversation.  She  was  struck  by  the  diversity  of  people  and  opinions,  and 
by  the  different  visions  of  what  SOMA  could  be  like,  such  as  Union  Street.  Her  group 
discussion  praised  SOMA’s  location  and  accessibility,  and  she  noted  the  differences  between 
people  who  had  been  there  a long  time  and  relative  newcomers.  She  commented  on  the 
balance  between  SOMA’s  history  and  potential. 

Lariza  Dugan-Cuadra  noted  the  diversity  of  her  discussion  group,  represented  by  small 
business,  youth,  nonprofits,  loft  dwellers,  and  artists.  Their  conversation  highlighted  the 
changes  in  SOMA,  and  some  of  its  challenges  like  parking,  traffic,  family  homes  converted 
to  lofts,  the  decrease  in  role  models,  the  quality  of  life,  streetscaping , homelessness,  the 
disintegration  of  community,  the  tension  between  youth  and  non-youth.  Her  group  also 
discussed  solutions,  like  a community  space  for  a range  of  people. 

Steven  Sarver  was  not  present  at  the  town  hall,  but  commented  that  the  discussions  illustrated 
the  challenges. 

Jazzie  Collins  floated  between  groups,  and  recalled  her  early  experiences  in  SOMA  when 
there  was  a community  center  (Canon  Kip)  with  basketball  facilities.  She  emphasized  the 
need  for  a community  center  for  youth  and  seniors,  a safe  space  without  harassing  influences 
and  labeling.  She  noted  the  lack  of  jobs,  and  the  condo  conversions  that  are  taking  up  former 
retail  space.  She  posed  the  question  of  how  to  attract  businesses  to  SOMA  and  encourage 
them  to  stay,  and  the  importance  of  education,  employment,  and  affordable  housing. 

Jazzie  Collins  and  Steven  Sarver  discussed  the  different  zoning  restrictions  and  challenges  in 
SOMA. 

Jazzie  Collins  expressed  the  need  for  a library  that  is  more  accessible  to  SOMA  residents. 

Ada  Chan  thought  the  meeting  affirmed  the  committee’s  values:  race,  class,  and  community 
cohesion  and  noted  that  the  group  is  working  better  together,  is  more  cohesive  and  is 
working  differently  than  before. 

Public  Comment 

Public  commented  on  the  feasibility  of  a neighborhood  center.  There  are  nine  in  S.F.  but 
none  in  SOMA. 

Public  commented  on  the  DPH  Healthy  Neighborhood  project  and  that  some  of  their  data 
might  be  useful  to  the  committee. 
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Public  commented  on  other  groups  who  might  prove  useful,  such  as  the  Western  SOMA 
Task  Force  and  the  commercial  corridor  group. 

Public  commented  on  the  success  of  the  town  hall  meeting  and  the  continuity  of  opinion 
regarding  key  issues  such  as  housing. 

5.  DISCUSSION  ITEM 

MOCD  Staff  Update 

Lariza  Dugan-Cuadra  provided  a handout  of  MOCD’ s 2005-06  funding  to  SOMA  agencies 
and  the  breakdown  of  SOMA  residents  receiving  services. 

Committee  requested  a breakdown  of  what  agencies  were  actually  located  in  SOMA. 

Bruce  Ito  provided  a brief  overview  of  the  federal  renewal  community  that  encompasses  part 
of  SOMA. 

Steve  Sarver  described  his  businesses  use  of  tax  credits  and  how  complex  the  process  was, 
requiring  the  use  of  a tax  consultant. 

Ada  Chan  and  Steve  Sarver  discussed  how  these  tax  credits  are  used  primarily  by  larger 
businesses  that  can  maximize  the  benefits  based  on  higher  number  of  employees,  the  use  of 
paid  consultants,  and  larger  margins. 

Claudine  del  Rosario  reported  that  the  Rules  Committee  would  meet  August  2nd  to  decide  on 
appointments  for  this  committee.  She  also  reported  that  MOH  has  requested  that  Asian 
Neighborhood  Design  give  a presentation  on  affordable  housing  opportunity  sites  in  SOMA. 
She  also  reported  on  the  revised  timeline  for  funding  for  the  committee. 

Public  Comment: 

Public  requested  that  the  MOCD  funding  document  be  sent  to  agencies  for  response. 

Public  questioned  the  accuracy  of  some  of  the  numbers. 

Some  of  the  representatives  present  described  their  agencies  efforts  to  educate  business 
owners  about  tax  credits. 

Public  commented  that  the  tax  credit  program  was  cumbersome  and  that  only  big  companies 
could  take  advantage.  Smaller  companies  have  neither  the  room  nor  the  energy  to 
participate,  and  that  some  types  of  business,  such  as  contractors,  don’t  even  bother. 

Public  commented  that  for  tax  credit  programs,  business  need  a consultant,  and  that  a 
consultant  will  only  consider  the  job  if  there  are  enough  employees. 


6.  DISCUSSION  ITEM 

Discussion  and  possible  action  regarding  Strategic  Plan  goals,  objectives  and  strategies. 
The  focus  of  this  discussion  will  be  to  identify  leveraging  strategies  and  to  clearly  define  the 
priority  population(s). 

Claudine  del  Rosario  presented  a power  point  presentation  and  handout  regarding  the 
strategic  plan,  goals,  objectives,  and  strategies. 
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Committee  asked  clarifying  questions  regarding  the  purpose,  content,  and  desired  outcomes. 
Committee  agreed  that  leveraging  was  not  a goal  or  outcome,  but  a strategy. 

Committee  focused  on  the  vision  of  an  economic  and  workforce  development  goal  by  writing 
down  their  thoughts  and  sharing  them  with  the  group. 

Conny  Ford  spoke  about  creating  a stable,  self-sustaining  resource,  creating  real  living  wage 
jobs  to  the  target  populations  and  targeting  one,  sector-based  job  training  strategy  and  not 
just  creating  training  for  training’s  sake.  As  an  example,  she  sited,  Colors  in  NYC,  a 
restaurant  collective  borne  from  the  surviving  members  of  the  Top  of  the  World  restaurant  in 
the  World  Trade  Center 

Jazzie  Collins  emphasized  above  minimum  wage  jobs  for  youth  and  seniors  and  the 
importance  of  job  readiness. 

Kelly  Wilkinson  stressed  the  need  for  jobs  that  pay  above  minimum  wage  in  SOMA  and 
increasing  the  ability  for  SOMA  residents  to  get  them. 

Steven  Sarver  asked  if  the  committee  was  looking  to  train  residents  and  create  above 
minimum  wage  jobs  in  SOMA. 

Jazzie  Collins  commented  on  the  need  to  retain  those  workers  whose  skills  have  become 
obsolete,  and  how  to  re-employ  the  unemployed. 

Ada  Chan  commented  that  the  new  SOMA  jobs  will  be  largely  service  related,  based  on  the 
small  retail  spaces  located  at  street  level  in  new  developments.  She  hopes  for  additional 
floors  of  office  space,  which  could  accommodate  emerging  digital  business  opportunities. 

Job  readiness  is  the  best  thing  the  committee  can  contribute,  and  posed  the  challenge  of  how 
to  get  businesses  to  cooperate.  She  also  emphasized  her  recommendation  that  the  committee 
purchase  a building,  which  would  serve  as  an  asset  and  a basis  for  economic  and  non  profit 
development. 

Claudine  del  Rosario  summarized  some  of  the  ideas  presented  that  emphasized  supporting 
residents,  small  businesses  and  employers,  job  readiness,  a commercial  corridor,  and 
affordable  space. 

Steven  Sarver  discussed  how  business  rents  are  sometimes  contingent  on  a percentage  of 
revenues,  and  that  if  the  committee  owned  a building  and  rented  space,  rental  revenues  could 
increase  as  a business  grew. 

Kelly  Wilkinson  posed  the  idea  of  buying  a building  as  a stretch  goal. 

Jazzie  Collins  promoted  the  idea  of  worker  cooperatives  where  employees  own  the  business, 
like  Rainbow  Grocery,  and  shared  in  the  profits. 

Steven  Sarver  suggested  that  the  committee  should  be  helping  small  businesses,  but  also  help 
employees  of  businesses  of  all  sizes. 

Claudine  del  Rosario  will  work  with  committee  members  individually  on  goals/objectives  as 
a head  start  to  future  meetings.  Conny  Ford  and  Ada  Chan  agreed  to  work  on  economic  and 
workforce  development.  Kelly  Wilkinson  agreed  to  provide  input  in  writing.  Ada  Chan

MOCD  Director,  Fred  Blackwell  took  a few  minutes  to  inform  the  committee  about  his 
appointment  to  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency.  He  shared  his  appreciation  for  the 
committee’s  work  and  commitment  to  serving  the  SOMA  community  and  expressed  his 
continued  commitment  to  working  with  the  SOMA  Community  Stabilization  Fund  in  his  new 
role  at  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency. 

Claudine  del  Rosario  introduced  Angelica  Cabande,  a community  organizer  with  SOMCAN. 
Angelica  has  been  conducting  community  focus  groups  in  SOMA  along  with  other 
SOMCAN  staff.  She  was  appointed  by  the  Rules  Committee  to  fill  the  vacant  seat  on  the 
SOMA  Community  Stabilization  Fund.  Claudine  also  announced  the  reappointment  of  Ada 
Chan  and  Jazzie  Collins  to  serve  second  terms  on  the  committee. 

Claudine  del  Rosario  announced  the  filing  of  a proposed  Ordinance  by  Supervisor  Alioto- 
Pier  (File  NO.  071050)  related  to  the  expenditure  of  the  SOMA  Community  Impact  Fees. 
Kelly  Wilkinson  asked  if  there  are  other  community  impact  fees  in  San  Francisco  and 
Claudine  shared  that  there  are  similar  impact  fees  in  Visitation  Valley  and  Market-Octavia. 
Committee  members  discussed  the  idea  of  sending  letters  to  relevant  city  departments  and 
members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  Committee  members  proposed  taking  a position 
against  this  proposed  legislation,  as  they  feel  it  undermines  neighborhood  processes,  input 
and  representation  as  well  as  participation  in  the  shaping  of  a plan  to  mitigate  the  impacts  of 
development  in  the  SOMA  community.  Committee  members  expressed  that  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  has  already  gone  through  the  proper  legislative  channels  to  establish 
this  fund,  and  this  proposed  legislation  would  reverse  what  was  a community  win. 

Public  Comment 

Members  of  the  public  stated  that  this  proposed  legislation  is  punitive  towards  the  SOMA 
Community  and  beneficial  to  developers.  One  member  noted  that  the  buildings  are  already 
being  built  and  the  impacts  are  being  felt.  Another  member  of  the  public  expressed  that  the 
CAC  was  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  make  recommendations  about 
expenditure  of  the  fund  with  the  community’s  interest  in  mind.  Expenditure  of  the  Fund 
should  not  be  prescribed  as  this  legislation  proposes  to  do. 

5.  ACTION  ITEM 

Discussion  and  possible  action  item  to  adopt  goals,  objectives  and  strategies  for  the  SOMA 
Community  Stabilization  Fund  Strategic  Plan. 

Claudine  del  Rosario  handed  out  a draft  list  of  goals,  strategies,  objectives  and  activities 
related  to  the  strategic  plan.  Committee  members  suggested  minor  edits  to  the  objectives. 
Conny  Ford  and  Ada  Chan  motioned  to  accept  objectives  under  the  overarching  goal  of 
Strengthening  Community  Cohesion,  motion  approved  unanimously.  Jazzie  Collins  and 
Conny  Ford  motioned  to  accept  objectives  under  the  overarching  goal  of  Supporting 
economic  and  workforce  development  for  low-income  residents  and  businesses  that  serve  the 
SOMA  community,  motion  was  approved  unanimously.  The  committee  decided  to  table  until 
next  meeting,  the  discussion  about  objectives  listed  under  the  overarching  goal  of  increasing 
access  to  perpetually  affordable  housing  opportunities  for  existing  residents  of  SOMA.

Claudine  del  Rosario  agreed  to  follow-up  with  Jim  Meko  or  MC  Canlas  to  talk  about 
language  and  work  that  is  being  done  to  promote  the  culture  and  character  of  the 
neighborhood.  She  will  bring  a new  draft  of  this  working  document  to  the  next  meeting  and 
will  continue  to  incorporate  edits,  comments  and  information  that  is  collected  at  each 
meeting,  until  the  committee  finalizes  the  document. 

Public  Comment 

A representative  of  San  Francisco  Innovative  Design  Council  spoke  about  the  role  of  art  in 
revitalizing  communities  and  talked  about  her  program,  designed  to  provide  services  and 
operate  as  a business  incubator  for  local  fashion  designers.  She  spoke  about  the  interest  in 
bringing  this  project  to  a redevelopment  area  as  a way  to  revitalize  that  area  of  SOMA 
through  art,  despite  the  little  amount  of  money  available  for  the  arts  in  San  Francisco. 

After  public  comment,  Kelly  Wilkinson  asked  if  there  were  a lot  of  individuals  facing 
barriers  to  employment,  like  criminal  records,  lack  of  a California  I.D.,  etc.  The  group 
responded  that  there  are,  indeed,  many  such  individuals  and  that  many  of  them  reside  in 
single  room  occupancy  hotels  in  SOMA. 

Ada  Chan  talked  about  home  ownership  strategies,  like  buying  down  affordability  or  rent  to 
own  alternatives  to  increase  access.  Rudy  Corpuz,  Jr.  pointed  out  that  affordable  housing  is 
limited  by  income  levels,  if  you  make  too  much  you  do  not  qualify  and  if  you  make  too  little, 
you  may  not  qualify  either.  Kelly  said  that  the  fact  is  that  affordable  means  different  things  in 
different  contexts,  especially  when  it  comes  to  home  ownership  or  rent. 

The  group  also  talked  about  alternatives  that  may  bring  down  living  expenses,  i.e.  installing 
solar  panels  on  housing  as  a way  to  reduce  the  utility  bills. 

Overall,  the  group  expressed  the  need  to  define  what  affordable  means  as  well  as  access  and 
retention  of  housing.

Someone  from  the  public  highlighted  that  economic  and  workforce  development  cannot  be 
achieved  without  childcare.

Conny  Ford  - Jazzie  Collins  (after  much  deliberation,  she  decided  to  vote  for  Jazzie, 
saying  she  wanted  to  recognize  and  honor  Jazzie’ s work) 

The  vote  resulted  in  a tie.  The  committee  followed  with  a discussion. 

Ada  reiterated  that  it  is  important  that  leadership  is  shared.  She  stated  that  shared 
leadership  is  an  important  value  to  her  and  that  it  is  part  of  the  message  the  Committee 
should  relay  to  the  community.  Steven  reiterated  that  it  would  be  interesting  to  have  a 
different  chair  for  the  Committee  and  expressed  some  discomfort  that  Conny  had  not 
voted  for  herself. 

Decision  was  made  that  staff  would  follow  up  on  whether  a vote  from  Kelly  Wilkinson 
could  be  obtained  to  break  the  tie.  Otherwise,  a re-vote  would  be  scheduled  in  a future 
meeting. 

6.  DISCUSSION  ITEM 

Staff  Update 

Claudine  del  Rosario  shared  that  Brian  Hoffman  has  left  MOCD  to  move  to  Pittsburg,  PA 
and  that  Lariza  Dugan-Cuadra  was  unavailable  today  due  to  an  all-day  training. 

Claudine  reminded  the  group  that  the  meeting  with  the  San  Francisco  Community  Land 
Trust  would  take  place  next  week.  She  committed  to  sending  all  Committee  members  the 
location  address. 

Claudine  asked  Josh  from  SOMCAN  to  update  the  Committee  on  the  progress  of 
community  focus  groups.  Josh  informed  group  that  housing  focus  group  series  is 
completed,  is  still  in  draft  form,  staff  has  been  reviewing  it,  second  draft  needs  to  be 
completed.  He  commented  that  there  is  a general  lack  of  understanding  and  knowledge 
about  services. 


7.  ACTION  ITEM 

Discussion  and  possible  action  on  Strategic  Plan  Objectives/ Activities 
Claudine  reviewed  the  approved  goals,  overarching  strategies,  and  objectives  . She 
reminded  the  group  that  they  had  tabled  the  affordable  housing  objectives  because  they 
wanted  to  articulate  it  as  two  separate  objectives  with  one  focusing  on  rental  and  the 
other  focusing  on  homeownership. 

Committee  took  time  to  review  new  housing  objectives. 


Angelica  suggested  putting  income  level  regarding  housing  objective  #1  to  define  what 
“affordable”  means. 

Ada  suggested  creating  benchmark  stating  that  money  expended  by  the  Fund  would  be 
for  residents  who  are  at  60%  AMI  or  below.  Connie  asked  why  she  picked  that  number 
and  Jazzie  said  this  was  in-line  with  other  housing  programs.  Angelica  clarified  that  she 
was  specifically  discussing  rental  housing 

Steven  suggested  that  this  level  of  specificity  should  be  in  activities,  not  in  objectives 

Angelica  understands  why  we  want  to  stay  broad  at  this  stage;  but  she  wants  to  make  sure 
we  are  clear  and  deliberate  about  advocating  for  low-income  residents.  She  expressed 
concern  about  using  the  Planning  Department’s  definition  of  affordable. 

Ada  supported  this  argument,  saying  that  the  Fund  needs  to  work  to  keep  current 
residents  stabilized.  A specific  number  clarifies  who  we  are  advocating  for.  New  units 
keep  raising  median  income  and  five  years  from  now  general  language  can  be  re- 
interpreted. 

Steven  and  Conny  both  expressed  that  they  would  like  to  understand  the  numbers  better. 

Ada  stated  that  she  would  be  uncomfortable  with  anything  over  60%  AMI 

Claudine  retrieved  some  information  about  income  levels  from  the  Mayor’s  Office  of 
Housing  and  reviewed  it  with  the  group. 

Committee  requested  a staff  report  on  rental  housing  prices  in  SOMA  to  help  determine 
affordability  criteria  and  to  understand  the  gap  between  what  is  on  the  market  and  what 
people  can  afford. 

Ada  shared  that  she  consulted  with  MOH,  and  that  they  suggested  30%  of  AMI  to 
establish  housing  for  very  low-income. 

Conny  suggested  talking  more  about  youth  center  and  they  are  in  their  process.  She 
wants  to  know  if  funds  be  used  for  that.  Ada  shared  that  the  SOMA  Youth  Task  Force 
currently  wants  to  focus  on  building  capacity  of  youth  and  that  they  are  now  working 
with  MOCD  to  build  capacity. 

Claudine  stated  that  community  facilities  and  a drop-in  center  were  recognized  as 
community  needs.  She  also  shared  that  there  are  possible  projects  for  the  Bessie 
Carmichael  elementary  and  for  a community  garden  on  Lapu-Lapu  Street.  She  also 
shared  that  there  is  a residential  building  for  sale  at  Folsom  & 7th.  She  reminded  the 
group  that  the  funds  will  be  distributed  through  a competitive  process. 

Ada  asked  how  much  is  available  through  Mello  Roos  and  Claudine  responded  that  it  is 
up  to  $6  million. 


There  was  a discussion  around  a joint  agreement  between  Stabilization  Committee  and 
SFUSD.  Claudine  clarified  that  SFUSD  was  going  to  present  to  the  Committee  late  last 
year  but  that  the  Committee  decided  to  postpone  the  presentation  until  after  the  strategic 
plan  was  completed. 

Ada  commented  that  $1  million  is  not  much  money  for  capital  projects. 

Steven  said  it  might  be  good  to  spend  some  of  the  money  now,  go  through  an  RFP 
process,  create  a track  record  and  learn  from  process.  Conny  agreed  with  Steve  and 
would  also  like  to  hear  from  the  school  district.  Angelica  said  the  Bessie  Carmichael 
Middle  School  needs  improvements  (lockers,  science  lab,  rooms,  toilets,  etc).  Steven 
asked  why  school  district  isn’t  paying  for  these  things  and  Jazzie  pointed  out  state  cuts  in 
education  system.  Angelica  talked  to  Mark  Sanchez,  who  explained  that  enrollment  has 
lowered  because  people  have  been  forced  out  of  city.  This  has  cut  funds  received  by 
district. 


8.  PUBLIC  COMMENT 

One  member  of  the  public  had  a question  about  how  land  trusts  function.  Ada  explained 
that  land  trust  is  a way  of  controlling  rent  for  a commercial  property,  to  stabilize 
community.  The  member  of  the  public  had  two  comments.  She  suggested  that  $ 1 
million  could  be  spent  on  parks  or  green  space  and  that  this  can  change  the  energy  and 
vibe  of  neighborhood.  Also,  her  nonprofit  is  looking  for  a building  or  space  for  their 
vocational  training  in  the  garment  industry  and  for  a business  incubator.

2.  DISCUSSION  ITEM 

Agenda  review  and  meeting  logistics 

Claudine  del  Rosario  reviewed  the  agency  and  meeting  logistics.  Switched  items  3 
and  4,  as  reflected  below.  Claudine  proposed  a December  meeting  on  the  6th  or  1 3th. 


3.  ACTION  ITEM 

Staff  update 

Claudine  introduced  Benjamin  and  Astrid,  and  explained  that  Lariza  Dugan-Cuadra 
will  miss  the  next  several  meetings  due  to  a conflict  with  an  ongoing  training. 
Benjamin  and  Astrid  introduced  themselves  and  described  their  backgrounds  and 
their  roles  at  MOCD  and  their  projected  contributions  to  the  SOMA  Community 
Stabilization  Fund. 

4.  DISCUSSION  ITEM 

Myma  Melgar,  Director  of  Homeownership  Projects  at  MOH  addressed  the  group. 
Almost  80%  of  inclusionary  home  ownership  units  have  been  in  SOMA,  but  access 
has  not  been  equitable.  She  asked  the  group  what  they  want  to  achieve  with  the  fund, 
given  the  range  of  programs  and  income  brackets.  If  a project  is  restricted  to  30%  of 
AMI,  it  will  limit  the  funding  and  force  a search  for  other  funding  sources  and 
partners.  MOH’s  rental  housing  program  caps  out  at  60%  AMI.  SF  county  figures 
are  8%  higher.  Figures  are  from  the  HUD  survey  by  census  tract,  and  from 
aggregated  data  from  SF,  Marin,  and  San  Mateo  counties.  AMI  for  San  Francisco  is 
flat  or  falling  in  the  past  three  years,  and  has  fallen  by  almost  5%  in  that  time. 
Committee  members  discussed  the  data  and  its  potential  implication.  Myma 
suggested  a study  of  SOMA  census  tracts.  BMR  units  have  been  underutilized  by 
Latino,  African  American  and  Pilipino  communities.  Units  are  presumably  too  small 
for  many  families  in  these  categories.  Access  to  capital  infrastructure  is  not  as 
developed  in  these  communities  as  it  is,  for  example,  in  the  Chinese  community. 


5.  ACTION  ITEM 

Review  and  possible  action  on  minutes  for  September  20,  2007 

Committee  took  a few  minutes  to  review  last  meeting’s  minutes. 

Conny  Ford  motioned  to  approve  minutes.  Steven  seconded.  Minutes  unanimously 
approved  by  voice  vote. 


6.  ACTION  ITEM 

Selection  of  a Chair  and  Vice-Chair 

Conny  nominates  Jazzie  for  Chair,  Rudy  seconded.

6.  DISCUSSION  ITEM 

Discussion  and  possible  action  on  Strategic  Plan  Objectives/ Activities 
(Handout)  Some  Goals  and  Strategies  were  approved  at  prior  meetings.  Discussion 
commenced  on  affordable  housing,  home  rental,  and  home  ownership  goals. 

Claudine  mentioned  that  if  the  group  uses  home  ownership  as  an  objective,  the  group 
needs  to  be  clear  that  it  may  not  be  a full  equity  opportunity. 

Targeting  income  limits  discussion: 

Kelly  stated  that  AMI  is  a multiplier  and  gatekeeper.  The  group  wants  to  stabilize  the 
neighborhood  and  locals,  maintaining  narrow  focus  on  neighborhood  and  potential 
displacement.  Higher  AMIs  lend  themselves  to  different  opportunities,  but  depletes 
the  resources  for  others. 

Angelica  stated  that  60%  or  less  AMI  is  the  target.  She  understands  the  risks,  but 
wants  to  focus  on  the  at-risk  population,  to  be  specific  about  who  we  want  to  protect. 

Kelly  added  that  MOH  programs  are  complex  and  difficult.  She  noted  the  expertise 
of  Chinese  community  on  access  to  capital.  One  suggestion  is  to  have  an 
ombudsperson  to  make  residents  aware  of  existing  resources  and  how  to  target 
housing  for  SOMA  residents.  There  are  many  ways  that  prevent  doing  this  because 
of  fair  housing  laws.  Group  will  have  to  use  precision  to  achieve  success. 

Conny  agreed  that  they  are  here  for  a specific  target  population.  If  Myma  is  correct, 
it  may  be  possible  that  60%  is  too  limiting.  60%  or  less  could  be  a goal,  rather  than  a 
mandate,  to  keep  the  process  open  to  other  opportunities. 

Kelly  stated  that  they  are  able  to  say  what  we  want  to  accomplish:  stabilize  families  at 
risk  in  SOMA,  and  to  that  end,  set  the  top  AMI  at  60%  with  a caveat  of  weighing  the 


benefits.  If  we  had  50  units  and  had  to  give  up  5 to  a higher  AMI,  it  might  be  worth 
it.  We  are  not  at  the  land  trust  or  rent  subsidy  stage. 

Steve  emphasized  that  the  Fund  is  set  up  to  help  the  people  who  are  hurt  by  the  new 
developments  and  rising  rents. 

Jazzie  pointed  out  that  buildings  built  after  1979  are  not  under  rent  control.  Others 
are  undergoing  condo  conversion. 

Rudy  also  pointed  out  that  it  has  been  mostly  people  of  color  who  have  been  pushed 
out.  He  can  see  the  demographic  changes. 

Kelly  said  there  are  many  things  that  can  be  done.  Legally  it  is  difficult  to  build  new 
housing  and  target  specific  neighborhood  residents.  But  the  group  can  support  legal 
services,  eviction  defense,  fight  bad  landlords  and  provide  rental  subsidies.  It  can 
also  provide  a hub  for  the  community  to  go  to  and  discuss  housing  displacement. 

Conny  reminded  that  group  that  $34  million  wouldn’t  even  build  a big  building.  The 
group  needs  to  be  realistic  about  what  we  can  do.  A community  center  is  an 
objective. 

Another  idea  was  to  invest  half,  spend  half. 

Kelly  added  that  there  is  benefit  to  mixed  populations.  60%  AMI  seems  high,  which 
is  a household  of  one  earning  $3 6k. 

Angelica  said  that  60%  AMI  came  from  the  idea  that  household  income  often  comes 
from  multiple  wage  earners. 

Conny  suggested  that  language  includes  “not  to  exceed  60%  AMI”  in  the  objective. 

Angelica  added  that  the  need  for  culturally  competent  programs,  including  multi 
lingual  capability,  should  be  included. 

Conny  agreed  that  they  should  incorporate  culturally  competent  language  in  RFP, 
including  linguistic  and  cultural  competency. 

Jazzy  motioned  to  approve  the  language  as  amended  by  Claudine.  Conny  seconded 
and  the  groups  voted  unanimously  to  approve. 

Claudine  facilitated  as  discussion  about  stabilizing  low  income  families  and 
individuals. 

Angelica  stated  that  financial  education  and  literacy  programs  might  not  address 
primary  needs.  Security  deposit  assistance  is  more  relevant. 


Kelly  said  that  relocation  assistance,  including  first  and  last  months  rent,  might  help  a 
displaced  person,  as  well  as  housing  advocacy  and  moving  and  rental  assistance. 

Conny  suggested  that  they  add  services  and  resources,  including  money,  to  Objective 
1 activities.  An  RFP  could  address  this. 

Kelly  shared  that  she  is  reluctant  to  use  case  management,  which  is  too  broad. 

Conny  motioned  to  change  the  language  as  amended.  Rudy  seconded  and  the 
language  was  approved  unanimously. 

Claudine  initiated  a discussion  about  the  Mello  Roos  money.  Rudy  brought  up  a 
youth  center  as  a potential  project.  Claudine  has  been  working  with  the  SOMA  youth 
task  force  who  are  being  funded  for  predevelopment.  In  addition,  the  Bessie 
Carmichael  School  has  some  potential  projects  and  the  community  garden  on  Lapu 
Lapu  needs  assistance.  It  was  also  proposed  that  the  group  could  consider  doing 
infrastructure  projects,  like  improvements  on  Folsom  Street  for  pedestrians,  such  as  a 
traffic  light  between  6th  and  7“  at  the  entrance  to  Victoria  Manalo  Draves  Park. 

Benjamin  updated  the  group,  letting  them  know  that  two  Rincon  Hill  construction 
developments  are  on  a March/ April  2008  timeframe  and  two  are  scheduled  for 
completion  later  in  the  year. 

Angelica  suggested  that  the  group  put  together  a laundry  list  of  potential  projects  for 
the  Mello  Roos  money  that  could  be  discussed  at  a future  meeting.  Conny  suggested 
that  Committee  member  e-mail  Claudine  their  ideas  . Claudine  committed  to  e- 
mailing  the  guidelines  out  to  Committee  members. 

Claudine  suggested  that  the  group  have  a discussion  about  community  cohesion  at  the 
next  meeting. 


7.  PUBLIC  COMMENT 

Ursula  with  the  Western  SOMA  Planning  Task  Force  noted  that  creativity  deals  with 
the  unknown.  She  encouraged  the  group  to  avoid  getting  bogged  down  and  to  keep  in 
mind  the  spirit  of  what  they  are  trying  to  do. 

Larry  of  United  Playaz  said  that  he  is  happy  to  see  a diverse  group  of  people  from  the 
neighborhood.  He  encouraged  the  group  to  spend  the  money  wisely  and  to  keep  their 
eyes  on  the  youth  center. 

April  from  SOMCAN  introduced  resident  leadership  program  members: 

Raynard  is  a 13  year  resident  of  SOMA  and  is  a college  student  trying  to  familiarize 
himself  with  community  groups.  Jesus  is  a SOMA  resident  and  works  with  SRO 
residents. 


April  also  added  that  the  Mello  Roos  money  must  be  used  for  construction  projects, 
which  brings  up  issues  around  minority  contracting,  local  business  participation,  and 
the  economic  and  workforce  development  angle. 

Jennifer,  a student  doing  a project  for  a land  use  class  at  SF  State  with  an  affordable 
housing  focus,  said  she  enjoyed  the  discussion.

Staff  Update 

Claudine  announced  that  MOCD’s  new  director,  Adrienne  Pon,  will  be  starting  work  on 
January  28th.  Claudine  has  prepared  a SOMA  Community  Stabilization  Fund  packet  for  her 
review  and  will  meet  with  her  to  describe  the  work  of  the  committee. 

Claudine  informed  the  group  that  she  is  convening  a meeting  with  the  SOMA  Youth 
Advisory  Committee,  the  Redevelopment  Agency  and  the  Department  of  Children  Youth  and 
Their  Families,  to  discuss  strategies  for  developing  a youth  center  in  SOMA. 

Claudine  gave  an  update  on  MOCD’s  RFP,  which  closed  December  20th.  Preliminary 
recommendations  will  be  available  in  March. 

Ada  requested  a breakdown  of  what  will  be  funded  in  SOMA.  This  will  be  provided  once 
the  final  recommendations  are  released. 

Claudine  introduced  Trina,  who  with  Benjamin  presented  confidential,  preliminary  data  from 
Social  Compact.  The  report  includes  neighborhood  snapshots,  revised  population  figures,  and 
nontraditional  measures  of  local  economies  and  market  strengths.  Committee  agreed  on 
confidentiality  of  this  data,  which  has  not  been  officially  released.  Trina  asked  the 
Committee  to  provide  input  regarding  if  and  how  the  data  should  be  released  to  the  public. 
The  Committee  members  agreed  to  review  the  report  and  provide  trina  with  input  at  the  next 
meeting. 

Benjamin  gave  an  update  of  the  funding  cycle  for  this  committee.  The  developer’s  timeline 
has  slowed  down  because  of  a lag  in  sales.  In  2008,  a projected  $2.3  million  of  Mello  Roos 
funding  and  $5.5  million  of  Stabilization  Fund  money  is  expected.
